Campaign On To 
Lessen Speed of 
Busses on Pike 

A campaign by the Newton police 
to reduce the speed of buses which 
are operated on the Worcester turn¬ 
pike brought its first results on Tues¬ 
day when Richard S. Golden, 32 years 
old, of 1189 Commonwealth ave., Bos¬ 
ton, was fined $10 in the Newton 
court on a charge of speeding. 

Golden, operator of a seven-passen¬ 
ger bus on a new Boston and Hart¬ 
ford line, was quoted by Motorcycle 
Olllcer Alfred W. Hammell as stating 
that his employers gave him two 
hours in which to traverse the dis¬ 
tance of 110 miles. The officer testi- 
|fled that the bus was proceeding at 
the rate of 50 miles an hour on Boyl- 
ston st. past Dudley rd. on August 
20 at 10:20 a. m. 

The bus driver, on the other hand, 
contended that he was going between 
35 and 40 miles an hour and asserted 
that the distance from Boston to 
Hartford is only 106 miles, using the 
Auburu cut-off, and that the distance 
can be covered in two hours and 45 
minutes, at the rate of not more than 
40 miles an hour. He added that it is

High Level Trunk 
Line Sewer 

Connected 


It Will Serve a Large Drain¬ 
age Area 


The new trunk line sewer under 
Mount Ida was connected with the 
city’s system yesterday by Street 
Commissioner George B. Stuart. 
The work of construction was start¬ 
ed on last December 22. 

Those present at the opening, be¬ 
sides the Commissioner, were Wil- 
liam P. Morse, City FJngineer; Clif¬ 
ford A. Rouse, Acting Supt. of Sew¬ 
ers: Philip W. Taylor of Metcalf & 
Eddy, and John G. Shaw of T. 
Stuart and Sons Company. 

The sewer Is of monolithic rein¬ 
forced structure 63 inches In diame¬ 
ter from the Boston line to Winches¬ 
ter rd., and 60 Indies in diameter 
from Winchester rd. to Walnut st. 
The sewer in Tremont st. and from 
Mount Ida st. to Winchester rd. was 
built in tunnel, the rest of the work 
being done in open cut. The maxi¬ 
mum depth of the tunnel under Mt. 
Ida Hill was about 154 feet. All of 
the tunnel work was In solid rock. 

The sewer is 10,367 feet long and 
has a total drop in level between 
Walnut st. and Boston City line of 
3.35 feet. The total cost of construc¬ 
tion was approximately $400,000. 

Construction was carried out un¬ 
der the direction of George B. 
Stuart, Street Commissioner, and 
William P. Morse, city engineer. 
Plans, specifications and the contract 
were prepared by Metcalf & Eddy, 
consulting engineers of Boston, who 
also furnished resident supervision 
of construction, Arthur L. Shaw, be¬ 
ing resident engineer. The contract¬ 
ing work was done by T. Stuart & 
Sons Co. of Newton. Mr. Hubert F. 
Powell was Superintendent and John 
G. Shaw, Assistant Superintendent. 

This sewer takes care of the High 
Level District between Walnut st. 
and the Boston City line at Tremont 
st. therefore relieving congestion in 
the Low Level System between Ca¬ 
bot st. and the Charles River Metro¬ 
politan Sewer. The area served is 
3283 acres. The sewage from the 
High Level Sewer will flow into the 
Boston Harbor without pumping. It 
connects with the Metropolitan Sew¬ 
er in Brighton.

York and Dupuy Have Narrow 
Escape 


Palmer York, Jr.. 18, Greater Bos¬ 
ton all-scholastic fullback last fall and 
state champion hurdler, a graduate 
of Newton high school, suffered burns 
about the face, head, arms and legs 
when the engine he was repairing 
aboard a 28-foot power boat ex¬ 
ploded near the entrance of Allen’s 
harbor on an afternoon recently. Six 
others in the craft narrowly escaped 
injuries. 

Young York, who is the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Palmer York of 301 Otis 
st., West Newton, slimmer residents 
of Harwichport, dived overboard fol¬ 
lowing the explosion and swam 75 
yards. He was picked up by men 
from Allen’s harbor marine station 
and taken to Dr. Harold F. Rowley 
in Harwichport for treatment. 

Among the six others who also 
dived overboard was the owner of 
the boat. Chris C. Mitchell of 87 
Arborway, Jamaica Plain, a Boston 
attorney. Mitchell was picked up by 
a passing craft 50 yards from shore 
and carried to the .marine station. 
A girl, whose name was not re¬ 
vealed, was carried ashore. Ainongs 
others who swam ashore, was How 
ell E. Dupy of Newton. 

The party was returning from an 
afternoon cruise in Nantucket sound 
when, entering the harbor, the en¬ 
gine began to skip. While York was 
attempting to make adjustments, gas 
overflowing from the carburetor 
caught fire on the hot engine. Ex¬ 
tinguishers hurried froyi the marine 
station subdued the blaze before 
much damage was done. York before 
diving overboard, made desperate 
attempts to subdue the flames.

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Newton Parrot 
Gets Much 

Publicity 

An accounting filed in probate court 
on Wednesday caused Polly, a 28 
year old parrot living in Newton, to 
make the front page of a Boston paper 
yesterday. 

With a tidy little fortune amount¬ 
ing to $5160.12 invested in American 
Tel. and Tel. and other conservative 
investments, Polly is able to contem¬ 
plate with equanimity the rising price 
of pecans, which form its exclusive 
diet. 

The accounting shows its bills are 
all paid, including $270.?7 for cage and 
board for the fiscal year ending July 
16, 1933; $5.66 for income tax for 
1933 and $23.28 for miscellaneous ex¬ 
penses. Its household and business 
budget shows a balance growing com¬ 
fortably against an old age free from 
care, for as parrots go, Polly is in the 
bloom of early manhood or woman¬ 
hood, as the case may be. 

Its estate is being handled by tho 
Union Trust Company and its health 
and happiness are the particular 
charge of Mrs. Nina B. Allen of New¬ 
ton, who inherited the bird from her 
husband, Fred D. Allen, who died five 
years ago. Originally it was brought 
by automobile from Mexico, and de¬ 
spite the fact it pays an income tax, 
it has never become an American citi¬ 
zen. 


Like all wealthy individuals, it 
talks very little and spends most of 
its time sitting and thinking, probably 
trying to figure out how to make an 
extra 1 per cent. 

The accounting showed that during 
the year ending July 16, 1933, the Un¬ 
ion Trust Company as trustee had 
as principal $5101.47; received $352.70 
I in income; paid $270.77 for cage and 
hoard and paid other charges mak¬ 
ing a total of $295.05, and so has a 
balance of $58.65. 

Disbursements are set forth as 
$17.62 compensation to the trustee; 
$270.77 paid for cage and board, and 
$5.66 Massachusetts income tax. 

"A parrot’s money is as useful to 
the commonwealth as any other 
money," said Henry F. Long tax 
commissioner. 

As to Polly’s life history, it is com¬ 
paratively simple, except that mystery 
surrounds his or her early life in 
Mexico. Brought to New England by 
automobile, it became the pet of Fred 
D. Allen’s aunt, Sabra A. Salisbury, 
and on her death she left it to her 
nephew with admonitions to give it a 
■ good home. 

He took the trust so seriously that 
in 1928, when he was engaged to mar¬ 
ry Miss Nina B. Williams, now his 
widow, he wrote a will which made 
the little green bird with the yellow 
head a bondholder and a taxpayer on 
liis death.

Recing an Ancient Sport; 

Runners Would Fall Dead 

All down the ages, foot racing ha* 
been practiced by grownups as well 
as by children. The Greeks were 
great runners, and the foot races at 
the Olympic gftmet were famous all 
over the world. Some of these were 
so strenuous that we are told that sev¬ 
eral runners actually fell down dead 
at the end of the course, says the Mont¬ 
real Herald. 

In Englnnd In the Eighteenth cen¬ 
tury, races were run on foot for large 
sums of money, sometimes with ridi¬ 
culous handicaps. For example, one 
man with a Jockey on his back raced 
a fat, elderly gefitleman; another 
bowled a coach wheel at eight miles 
an hour round a platform in St. Giles’ 
fields In London; nnd a third ran from 
Hyde Park corner to Brentford with 
nearly sixty pounds of fish on his 
head! 

It was quite usual at country wed¬ 
dings In the north of England, less 
than a century ago, for races to be 
run from the church door to the bride’s 
house for ribbons. As soon as the 
wedding was over, the guests would 
race back to the house, and the first 
arrival was awarded the bride's rib¬ 
bon, which was greatly prized. 


Insects Show Intellect; 

Have Persuasive Powers 

Bees can be taught to select boxes 
containing sugar by their color; but¬ 
terflies can distinguish betwen apple 
juice and other liquids by touching 
them with their feet and one form of 
ant will respond to high staccato notes 
from a violin. Such are some of the 
examples of highly developed insect 
senses described by an official In an 
address before the Entomological so¬ 
ciety of London. 

"Many Insects are so highly organ¬ 
ized,’’ he said, "that I feel compelled 
to credit them with faculties at least 
In some degree more advanced than 
mere unconscious responses. Ants 
can recognize each other, and distin¬ 
guish members of a rival colony. They 
can Induce others to Join them In some 
apparently purposeful action.” Dis¬ 
cussing the eyes of Insects he said 
that In the eye of the butterfly there 
might be 5,000 independent compo¬ 
nents.

Pronouncing Chineie Name* 

There are a number of dialects In 
China, all from a common stock, but 
differing considerably In pronunciation 
and spoken vocabulary. When Chinese 
words are written In the Arabic al¬ 
phabet they are written phonetically 
and should be pronounced as spelled, 
since no American or European, with¬ 
out studying the language, can hope 
to approximate the various tones and 
Inflections of a Chinese. There is a 
broad distinction between the written 
and spoken language, and while a Chi 
nese from Canton would not under¬ 
stand one from Foochow, they both 
(If literate) would be able to read 
the same charact«*s. Mandarin, spo¬ 
ken around Peiping, is the standard 
form of the language, and Is used by 
travelers throughout China, being most 
likely to be understood.—Pathfinder 
Magazine.

The exact cause of the Chicago fire, 
which raged from October 9 to ll. 
1S71. destroying 250 lives and about 
1S.000 buildings, has never been de¬ 
termined. It Is supposed, however, 
that the original flame was due to 
spontaneous combustion In Mrs. 
O’l/eary’s barn nt 137 deKoven 
street, or to carelessness of some 
one smoking In the barn. The story 
that the fire was started by a kero¬ 
sene lantern being kicked over by 
a cow which Mrs. O’Leary was milk 
Ing was fabricated by a newspaper 
reporter. Michael Ahern. Ahern, 
who died in 1927. admitted several 
years before his death that he had 
Invented the story about Mrs. 
O’Leary nnd her cow to make his 
account of the fire more Interesting.

Ingenious Revolving Urn 

Was World's First “Movie” 

The Emperor Ch’len Lung of China 
hnd his virtues and he had his faults, 
but he wns never dull. He came to 
tho throne of the celestial empire In 
1735 and kept things moving until 
171)5, writes Spencer Kingman In Asia. 

Ch’len Lung, nlwnys restless, al¬ 
ways on the move, strove for motion 
even In such things ns porcelains. In 
the course of (its reign were produced 
two extraordinary pieces, which evi¬ 
dently made a pair. Similar pieces 
may have been manufactured In the 
period, but, If they have survived, 
their whereabouts are not known. 

Tbc.e masterpieces were revolving 
vases, and they not only are beauti¬ 
ful and Ingenious to the highest de¬ 
gree. but exhibit a skill In manufac¬ 
ture and an nccurncy of working parts 
which would delight an engineer. 

The revolving vases of Ch’len Lung 
were so made that, when the cover 
wns twisted, a cylindrical Inner vase 
would twirl easily and a beholder, 
peering through one of the four open¬ 
ings which occur on the sides of the 
outer vase, could observe the scene 
on the vase turning Inside. 

Ch’ien Lang wns every Inch nn em¬ 
peror and n scholnr. One of the rea¬ 
sons he holds a particular Interest 
for us of the Twentieth century Is 
that his revolving vases were prob- 
nbly the first attempt to produce a 
moving picture.

Blindness to Taste and 

Smell Common Affliction 

While science knows something 
about taste and smell. It has been able 
to make little progress In Improving 
or aiding those organs. In fact, sci¬ 
ence Is about in the same state that 
it was In the Middle ages as far as 
this field Is concerned. Telescopes al¬ 
low one to see stars Invisible to the 
unaided eye; scales weigh masses too 
large to lift or too minute to feel; 
microscopes bring Into range the world 
of creatures too small to be seen; am¬ 
plifiers magnify sounds Inaudible to 
human ears, and ammeters measure 
electric currents too feeble to shock 
the most sensitive. But tongues and 
noses must struggle along without me¬ 
chanical assistance. “Blindness” to 
taste or smell is relatively common. 
There are chemical compounds that 
some people declare to he disagreeably 
bitter and others cannot taste at nil. 
Similarly, the lemon verbena smells to 
some and not to others. So science Is 
still seeking ways to aid tongue and 
nose. Perhaps “ndcroseopes” and odor 
amplifiers may he developed: and 
here Is nn opportunity for Inventors. 


Turks Love Their Pigeons 

The love tbe Turks show for pigeons 
Is remarkable. These birds are en¬ 
couraged to nest In the nooks and 
crannies of many beautiful mosques 
In Istanbul and other places, regard 
less of the amount of dntnnge they do, 
which Is said to be considerable. Spe 
clnl holes are left for the pigeons In 
many wnlls. Each year during the 
Bayram holiday Mosque-goers and oth¬ 
ers make It a point to provide the 
pigeons with a great feast, especially 
In front of tbe courtyards of the 
Eyoub and Bnyazld mosques. During 
this time old women stationed In the 
courtyards of the mosques sell millet 
for about a penny a cupful, which Is 
a very high price for many of the 
poor people who buy It to feed to the 
much admired birds.

Cigar Smoke Tests Draft 

Cigar smoke Is used In testing the 
draft and pressure In boilers, fur¬ 
naces. chimneys and air ducts with a 
glass-tube gauge. Smoke Is blown Into 
the gauge at the upper end. which 
is then closed with the finger. The 
tip of the other end Is inserted Into 
nn opening In the chimney or air duct 
and a small stream of the air current 
passes into tbe Instrument. As the 
air rushes In. a dividing line forms 
between the Incoming current and the 
cigar smoke. Calibrations on the 
gauge make possible n reading at the 
dividing line, showing the draft with¬ 
out making calculations.—Popular Me¬ 
chanics Mugazlne. 


Most Densely Populated 

There are no accurute population 
figures of world-wide scope, us there 
are many millions of persons on earth 
who are unknown to the census taker. 
Available figures, however, show thnt 
the little province of Macao. China, an 
island at the mouth of the Canton 
river and a colonial possession of Por¬ 
tugal, Is the most densely populated 
country. This Is according to a list 
given In the World Almanuc. Macao’s 
area is four square miles, and the 
1027 census gave it a population of 
157,176—30,204 persons to the square 
mile. 


Rattlesnakes Held Sacred 

Itattlesnukes, believed to be the “lit¬ 
tle brothers of the underworld,” are 
particularly sacred to Navajo Indians, 
because they are the literal go-be- 
tweens. carrying the prayers of the 
people to the deities In the dark and 
mysterious underworld where the 
gods, good and had, are supposed to 
dwell. Invocations are made to the 
snukes In times of drought und crop 
fullure; any disrespect shown to a 
rattlesnake would render these 
prayers useless.

Population of Paraguay 

Cut to One-Fifth in War 

During the Five Years’ war, 1805- 
1870, one of the most sanguinary con¬ 
flicts In history, known to the Para¬ 
guayans as the War of the Triple Al¬ 
liance, this Inland nation fought Its 
three more populous neighbors—Bra¬ 
zil, Argentina anti Uruguay, writes 
Harriet Chalmers Adams In the Na¬ 
tional Geographic Magazine. 

The Pnrnguaynn proved his valor. 
Whan the tide of aggression turned, 
he battled like a tiger In defense of 
his homeland. It is doubtful that a 
nation has ever fought more abso¬ 
lutely to a finish. 

In the course of the long struggle, 
all lads over fifteen were cnlled to 
the colors. Even hoys of ten entered 
the army. As the men fell, the Spar¬ 
tan women took up the fray. 

Paraguay’s fields lay waste; most of 
the herds were killed; Industries were 
ruined. Poverty nnd disease stalked 
the land. The population wns reduced 
to a fifth of Its pre-war numbers. The 
proportion of men to women was one 
to seven. The land ceded to the allies 
totaled 56,000 squnre miles. 

In passing judgment on this coun¬ 
try, we must start with 1870 on a 
foundation of ruin. 


Postage Stamps Put End 

to Sending Mail Collect 

Postage stamps In the United States 
were first authorized by nn act ap¬ 
proved March 3, 1847, nnd placed on 
sale In New York on July 1 of that 
year. This series consisted of two 
denominations, 5-cent stamps hearing 
a portrait of Benjamin Franklin, and 
10-cent stamps hearing a portrait of 
George Washington. 

The postage stamp grew out of the 
necessity for Issuing a receipt for 
money pnid In ndvnnce for the car¬ 
riage of letters. Previous to their 
use. postage was collected In money 
directly when the mall was delivered. 
More often It was collected on deliv¬ 
ery. Sir Rowland Hill, a British post¬ 
al reformer, believed thnt postnge 
should be prepaid, nnd to facilitate 
prepayment he proposed the postage 
stamp. The first stnmps, therefore, 
were issued by Great Britain, and 
were first put on sale May 1. 1.840. 
Stamps put an end to sending letters 
collect. 


Boy Scouts of America 

The Boy Scout movement originated 
in the British Isles, Sir Robert S. S. 
Baden-Powell being the prime mover. 
At that time there wus a smnll move¬ 
ment In the United States, organized 
in 1000 by Ernest Seton-Thompson, 
nnd cnlled “Woodcraft Indians.” 
About the same time Dan Beard or¬ 
ganized a similar movement cnlled 
“The Sons of Daniel Boone.” These 
were merged Into the Boy Scouts of 
America In 1910—two years after 
Baden-Powell started the scout move¬ 
ment In England. The idea behind 
the movement Is in training boys in 
the essentials of good citizenship. It 
is non-military, interdenominational 
and non-political. 


Statue of Liberty 

The height of the Statue of Liberty 
from the base to the torch is 151 feet 

1 Inch; from the foundation of the 
pedestal to tbe torth. 35 feet 6 inches. 
The figure of Liberty from heel to 
top of• head, la in feet 0 Inchea 
tall. The head measures more than 
17 feet from chin to top, and Is 10 
feet thick from ear to ear. The mouth 
Is 3 feet wide. Liberty hns a hand 
16 feet 5 Inches long; nn Index fin¬ 
ger 8 feet long, and a fingernail which 
measures 10 hy 13 inches. The thickness 
of the figure at the waist Is 35 feet, 
nnd the tablet she holds mensures 
23 feet 7 Inches hy 13 feet 7, and Is 

2 feet thick. Forty persons can stand 
in the head, nnd 12 In the torch. 


Napoleon’s Wife 

Marie Louise, Napoleon's wife, nfter 
he wns sent to St. Helena, took her 
son nnd returned to her father, the 
emperor of Austria. Following Na¬ 
poleon’s death In 1821 she made a mor¬ 
ganatic marriage with her chamber- 
lain, Count Nelpperg. He died In 1829, 
and four years later she .was secretly 
married to his successor ns her cham¬ 
berlain, Count Bombelles. She died 
December 14. 1847. in Vienna. Her 
son. known ns the king of Rome, also 
lived In Vlennn, ns Duke of Reieh- 
stndt. He died nt twenty-one in 1832. 


See Sunlight 1,700 Feet in Sea 

Sunlight Is visible at a depth of 
1.700 feet, about one-third of a mile, 
In the ocean. An Investigator report¬ 
ed the presence of sunlight at that 
depth as he descended 2,220 feet In his 
bathysphere, apparatus for exploring 
the oceun floor, off the southern shore 
of Bermuda. Deep-sea fish carry their 
lights which are so efficient that other 
Illumination Is unnecessary In study¬ 
ing the strange species.—Populur Me¬ 
chanics Mngnzlne. 


Can’t See Neutrons 

Scientists talk glibly of neutrons, yet 
they have never seen one. They say 
thnt these tiny atomic particles are 
about one-mlllionth the size of the 
smallest wave length of light, and that 
nmu will never see anything smaller 
than the smallest light wave, even un¬ 
der the most powerful microscope.

By this 
time the dead or crippled horses have 
been removed from the nrena, and very 
1 often the tourist Is making for the ex¬ 
it. ashamed of having entered the bull 
ring at all. If he stays on he has de¬ 
cided that it Is the most brutal and 
disgusting nfTnir and a disgrace to civi¬ 
lization, and refuses to recognize the 
art and technique which exists In the 
second and third acts. 

The matador appears for the third 
act. He Is the principal character in 
the dramatic spectacle. With a mu* 

I eta, a sort of red cape, he executes 
, a series of "passes" which all have 
their special names to the crowd, 
i The slightest slip, and the matador Is 
flung in the air on the long horns, ns 
I if he were a toy. It all happens quick¬ 
ly. There Is no referee’s whistle to 
control the gnme. the bull continues to 
gore the matador until others of his 
team rush with brightly colored capes 
to attract the bull from its victim. 


Dalmatians Have Served 

Under Variety of Flags 

The Dalmatians. now partly Yugo¬ 
slavian and partly Itnlinn In their na¬ 
tional allegiance, have had a varied 
I career In history, first pnsslng under 
the flag of one nation, then another. 

At the time of the outbreak of the 
World war, the Dalmatians were part 
of the Austrian Empire, their const 
along the Mediterranean being of vi- 
! tnl Importance to the Austrians. The 
area of the province is not very large, 
but hy Its picturesqueness with many 
mountains, rivers and small lakes has 
always had a romantic appeal to trav¬ 
elers. 

The population, partly Italian, part¬ 
ly Albanian, partly Jewish and part¬ 
ly German, has been noted for the 
fine physique of the men. The chief 
occupations of the people have been 
for centuries cattle raising, seafaring 
and fishing. 

At one time Dalmatia was quite a 
sizeable kingdom, hut after it finally 
fell before the assault of the armies 
of Augustus. It had a varied career. 
! After the fall of Rome, Dalmatia 
1 passed into the hands of the Goths, 
j Slavonians, Venetians, French and 
■ Italians, finally winding up ns a part 
i of Austria up until the World war. 


Refunding Bonds 

The process of refunding means the 
I exchange of a new debt obligation for 
an old one. When for example a gov¬ 
ernment Is unable to repay money 
borrowed from the bond holders on 
the date repayment Is due. It may Is¬ 
sue new bonds and exchange them 
for the old ones, or sell them to ob¬ 
tain cash to pay off the maturing ob¬ 
ligations. This is frequently done by 
railroads and other private corpora¬ 
tions which regard their bonds as rep¬ 
resenting a portion of the capital em¬ 
ployed in their business. Lutz’ Pub¬ 
lic Finance states that public debt 
which represents caiAtal Invested in 
reproductive commercial undertakings 
may properly enough he refunded 
from time to time In this way. while 
there is a disapproval of the general 
practice of refunding the mass of pub¬ 
lic debt which represents outlays for 
nonproductive purposes. 


Animals Tamed in Stone Age 

Domestication of animals, those 
who have delved deepest Into the 
world’s remote past assure us, began 
In the old Stone age. when the hunt¬ 
er’s dog was sometimes buried with 
him. The dog is believed to have 
been the first animal to live with man, 
but Just how it came about is not 
known. "It may have been,” suggests 
a famous Scotch naturalist, "thnt at¬ 
tractive young wolves were taken 
home to please the children!"—Gas 
Logic. 


Ha* Water Filling Stations 

Egypt hus its titling stations Just 
ilke America, but the more common 
kind dispenses water Instead of gaso¬ 
line. In Cnlro. curb vendors tend 
their water pumps which somewhat 
resemble the gasoline pumps used In 
this country and cuter to customers

Testing of Mains 

Clouds Water 


During the past week much of the 
city has been receiving water which 
lias been decidedly filled with sedi¬ 
ment, and of a quite brownish hue. 
The reason for this condition of the 
water is the testing of water mains 
at a number of places in the city in 
the course of the pitometer survey 
of the water system now being made. 
These tests have been made at points 
west of Chestnut st. and the north¬ 
erly side of Washington st. They 
have caused {solution of the water 
supply in certain sections of the city 
by cutting off the supply from some 
of the larger mains restricting it to 
one feeder main. This increased the 
flow of water through the one main 
used, and sometimes caused a rever¬ 
sal of the flow. This caused the 
release of crenothrix and other sedi¬ 
ment from the water mains. 

The tests are being made in order 
to take calibrations of the water flow 
to assist the Water Department in 
ascertaining the capacity of the mains, 
and to give indication as to whether 
or not there is any unwarranted leak¬ 
age from the mains where the tests 
are made. The survey has been in 
progress for the pust few weeks and 
will continue until the water mains 
throughout the city will huve been 
tested.

Camp opened on June 26 and dur¬ 
ing the eight weeks, when laughter 
and good times made the woods ring 
with happiness, 126 girl scouts had 
the much talked about vacation at 
that lovely spot which is so dear to 
all the girl scouts of Newton. 

Forty seven girls could be accom¬ 
modated at one time and they were 
divided into three units.

Newton Hospital 
Has Many Friends 

The citizens of Newton and Welles¬ 
ley and even neighboring towns con¬ 
tinue generously to remember Newton 
Hospital patients. Newspapers and 
magazine subscriptions are among the 
most acceptable gifts. Unfortunate¬ 
ly at present the number of publica¬ 
tions gratuitously furnished is con¬ 
siderably less than in the past. For 
some time the Newton Order of Elks 
has been sending a liberal supply of 
Sunday papers. For several years a 
local hank supplied several dozen 
daily papers, which were a joy to the 
patients. For reasons of economy this 
gift has been regretfully discontin¬ 
ued. It is hoped these subscriptions 
may soon be renewed, in part at least 
by other friends of the institution. 

Plants and flowers are always most 
welcome. Remarks are frequently 
made about the pleasant and friend¬ 
ly atmosphere of the waiting room 
where sits the hostess. These re¬ 
marks are most often heard when 
there are several bouquets in evi¬ 
dence. 

Another rather unusual gift recent¬ 
ly enjoyed was the volunteer service 
of an occupational therapist. Miss 
Cleone Place, who did much to help 
in the recovery of patients during a 
dreary convalescence by supplying in¬ 
teresting diversions for them. Many 
doctors remarked on the benefits 
their patients with a broken limb or 
impaired heart had derived by being 
kept busy during the recovery period. 

The Hospital Aid Association, com¬ 
posed of public spirited Newton wo 
men. has, as usual, been most gener¬ 
ous. In an extraordinary degree this 
association has for years ministered 
ceaselessly to bring comfort to the pa¬ 
tients. Its latest gift is an electro¬ 
cardiograph. an instrument for test¬ 
ing heart conditions. It is a valuable 
and costly instrument and greatly 
adds to the efficiency and service of 
the hospital. Another gift from this 
association is an x-ray tube by means 
of which pictures may be taken in a 
shorter time than with the old tube. 

A new “Mrs. Chase” has also ar¬ 
rived. Every school of Nursing knows 
“Mrs. Chase.” She is an adult sized 
doll used in the classroom for demon¬ 
stration and practice of various pro¬ 
cedures before new students are al¬ 
lowed to care for real patients. She 
gets her name from the manufacturer, 
The Chase Doll Company. 

Several groups of women have come 
frequently to the hospital to make 
surgical dressings and to sew. Other 
groups of women have done this work 
outside the hospital. The Rotary 
Anne’s, the Newtonville Women’s 
Club and the women of Waban have 
done a great deal of this work. A 
continuation of these services will be 
particularly acceptable this year with 
prices going up and the number of 
free care patients increasing. 

These are by no means all of the 
gifts received, but those mentioned 
give an idea of the generosity of its 
friends and the variety of needs of 
the hospital.

Over ono hundred candidates for 
the Newton High School 1933 foot¬ 
ball team reported to Coach Ralph N. 
Sanborn yesterday morning when the 
initial practice session got under way. 
Faculty manager Dr. Oscar Martin 
began issuing equipment on Wednes¬ 
day morning and at noontime yester¬ 
day reported that 110 would-be play¬ 
ers had been equipped. Inside of an¬ 
other week this number will undoubt¬ 
edly npproach the two hundred mark 
with the opening of school set for 
next Monday and the resultant in¬ 
flux of many other candidates. The 
hundred youths already equipped are, 
with but a very few exceptions, sen¬ 
iors and juniors with the sophomores 
scheduled to get in line this morn¬ 
ing. This latter group will probably 
number between forty and fifty and 
the most likely looking prospects will 
be kept under Coach Sanborn’s eye 
While the remainder will be turned 
over to the assistant coaches for the 
time being. 

With several of last year’s leading 
linesmen and backs graduated from 
school or ineligible to compete this 
year there are many holes to be filled 
in the Newton team. The greater 
part of the squad has had but little 
football experience and Coach San¬ 
born and Ills assistants will spend con¬ 
siderable time on the fundamentals 
of the sport. While there are four 
linesmen and seven backs with more 
or less varsity experience a year ago 
ten of the eleven positions on the 
team are considered open. Captain 
Charlie Thompson at centre at the 
present time is the only player who 
seems certain of his berth. And in 
this regard it is within the realm 
of possibility that Thompson may be 
shifted to another position if a cen¬ 
tre of equal ability is uncovered 
among the newer candidates. 

Thompson leads the list of eight 
letter men on hand with Bernie Fin- 
berg and Teddy Johnson as two ends 
who start with an advantage over the 
other candidates and Walter Rich as 
a letter man at one of the guard po¬ 
sitions. The four letter wearers in 
the backfield are Boh Whitney, “Red” 
McCarthy. "Babe” Feola and Louis 
Miller. This quartet will have a bat¬ 
tle for starting positions right from 
the start with Charlie Flagg, John 
Kulesca and John Mascia. The lat¬ 
ter three all saw considerable serv¬ 
ice last fall but just missed making 
their letters. 

As for the past two years Coach 
Sanborn will have Charlie Considine 
as his immediate assistant and line 
coach with the Newton mentor tak¬ 
ing charge of the backfield players. 
Assistant coach L. P. (Jeff) Jones 
will again handle the intermediate 
varsity while a change has been 
made in the coaching staff of the 
junior varsity. This latter group 
which is expected to be large in num¬ 
bers due to the record numbers ex¬ 
pected as members of the incoming 
sophomore class will have as its 
coaching staff Howard L. Ferguson 
and D. P. A. Willard. The former is 
a new member of the Newton high 
school faculty having been added to 
the Htaff in the social studies depart¬ 
ment on account of the expected in¬ 
crease in the sophomore class. He 
is a graduate of Colby College with 
the class of 1931 and while at the 
Maine college played a guard posi¬ 
tion on the varsity eleven. For the 
past two years he has been coach 
at Hanover (Mass.) high school and 
has done creditably with the material 
at hand. Among the coaches he is 
regarded as one of the best among 
the smaller schools on the state. His 
acquisition may augur well for the 
future as Newton varsity football 
coaches for many years have been un¬ 
der the handicap of having no foot¬ 
ball instruction in the junior high 
schools at all and limited knowiedge, 
though willing services, of members 
of tlie high school faculty when it 
came to the secondary teams in the 
school. This handicap has meant that 
the varsity coaches have had to spend 
an extraordinary amount of time on 
fundamentals at the beginning of the 
season. With the opening game of 


the season but n few days over two 
weeks from the first practice session 
it does not give the coaches much 
time in which to got together a team 
ready to start with the opening whis¬ 
tle. While the team Is In good physi¬ 
cal condition It has not had suffi¬ 
cient drill on but n very few simple 
plays. It is hoped that the appoint¬ 
ment of a teacher-coach of Mr. Fer¬ 
guson’s type will make its results felt 
w’ithin a few years. 

Despite the handicaps of time and 
green material Coach Sanborn is not 
over-pessimistic about the prospects. 
Tlie 1933 material will perhaps aver¬ 
age up with that of previous years 
and nit hough hard work is necessary 
local football fans are looking forward 
to the coming season, with its most 
attractive schedule of six games at 
home and four on foreign fields, with 
considerable interest nnd hopes. The 
Newton team this year will be de¬ 
fending its Suburban League title of 
1932 and with hopes of repeating. 
Time alone will tell.

"Bob” Washburn, the dynamic po¬ 
litical writer for the BOSTON 
TRANSCRIPT had very eulogistic 
comments to make about "Tom 
White in the Tuesday issue of the 
TRANSCRIPT. He gave a biograph¬ 
ical sketch of Mr. White which told 
of the Upper Falls man’s struggles 
against adverse conditions in his boy¬ 
hood days and of the prominence he 
attained in public life. Among other 
tributes paid Mr. White by “Bob” 
Washburn were these— 

"I have watched him closely since 
he came into the Massachusetts House 
in 1910, when I was a member, and 
where I was a close committee asso¬ 
ciate of his. The delegation from the 
city of Newton, of which he was a 
part, was the strongest in the House, 
from any constituency, in my day, and 
there was no stronger member of it 
than he, in my opinion. It was ap¬ 
parent, from his repeated re-elections, 
that he had the approval of his con¬ 
stituents, for he was taking the ef¬ 
fectual care of them in legislative 
matters that justified It. He knew 
his city, and what it wanted, and, 
more than this, he had the ability to 
go out and* get it.” 

“I was impressed by two of his 
qualities, which too rarely run to¬ 
gether, the faithfulness of his legisla¬ 
tive service, in the measures in¬ 
volved, and his ability as a politi¬ 
cian, a term which is unreasonably 
discounted. I found him, further, to 
be an adept in his human contacts, 
because of which a politician Is effec¬ 
tual and without which faithful leg¬ 
islative service is quite ineffectual. 
He seems to get along, always, with 
all sorts of people. I have seen no 
one in the Republican party, here¬ 
abouts, who has been more sought 
than he for counsel, by men in high 
ipublic office, not only in their cam¬ 
paigns but also in the performance of 
their official duties. He is one of 
those men who get things done. 
He knows what to do, how to do it, 
and whom to ask to co-operate. And 
to be asked by him to co-operate is 
to respond. When his hose is thrown 
into a well,# it never sucks cobble¬ 
stones.” 

In conclusion Mr. Washburn told of 
the confidence reposed in Mr. White 
lay Calvin Coolidge, staying that “Mr. 
Coolidge turned to him, perhaps as 
much as anyone else throughout the 
whole of his career from 1912 when 
he first appeared in the State Senate. 
This he did not only in matters of 
official administration but also in 
those political and personal.—Mr. Cool¬ 
idge trusted Mr. White at crises, and 
few men more so. The confidence of 
Calvin Coolidge Is evidence, quite 
conclusive, of the substance and ap¬ 
peal of Thorffas W. White.”

“Substance" is the subject of the 
Lesson-Sermon which will be read in 
all Churches of Christ, Scientist, on 
Sunday. September 10. 

The Golden Text is: "Thy name, 
O Lord, endureth for ever; and thy 
memorial, O Lord, throughout all gen¬ 
erations” (Psalms 135: 13). 

Among the citations which comprise 
the Lesson-Sermon Is the following 
from the Bible: "Lay not up for your¬ 
selves treasures upon earth, where 
moth and rust doth corrupt, and 
where thieves break through and 
steal: but lay up for yourselves trea¬ 
sures in heaven, where neither moth 
nor rust doth corrupt, and where 
thieves do not break through nor 
•steal; for where your treasure is, there 
will your heart be also” (Matthew 
6:19-21). 

The Lesson-Sermon also includes 
the following passage from the Chris¬ 
tian Science textbook, “Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures’ 
by Mary Baker Eddy: “Christianity 
causes men to turn naturally from 
matter to Spirit, as the flower turns 
from darkness to light. Man then ap¬ 
propriates those things which ‘eye 
hath not seen nor ear heard.’ Paul 
and John had a clear apprehension 
that, as mortal man achieves no 
worldly honors except by sacrifice, so 
he must gain heavenly riches by for¬ 
saking all worldliness.

In ihe smaller ports we 
gave the youngsters a feed and sent 
them uwuy with candy and cookies, 
They wore delighted. 

"You don’t know, unless you’ve 
been there, the thrill of going through 
the locks on the wuy to the Greu8 
Lakes. It was exciting, every minute 
of It. When wo got to Detroit it 
seemed as If everybody In the city 
was down to give us the glad hund. 
The biggest crowd was in Chicago. 
I don’t know how many thousands vis¬ 
ited us the first day. 
me it is u big feature out there. 
From what I suw I am sure it Is one 
of the hits of the exposition.

Moon as Weather Prophet 

Fails to Prove Correct 

The moon gets blamed for a lot of 
things with which It has nothing to 
do, declares n scientist in Pnthflnder 
Magazine. The weather burenu has 
failed to find proof that the moon ex¬ 
erts any control over the weather 
whatever, although its appearance in 
three Instances does Indicate the 
weather according to ancient proverbs. 

There is nothing in the belief that 
moonlight causes heavy frosts. Frosts 
usually do occur on clear, cloudless 
nights, however, and it is on such 
nights that the moon can be seen most 
clearly. 

A halo around the moon (or sun) 
does not Indicate a storm, for the halo 
is caused by the refraction of light on 
tiny ice crystnls In the upper atmos¬ 
phere. the crystals being formed by 
cold air coming In contact with moist 
warm air—a condition that causes 
storms. 

Sharp horns on the moon do Indi¬ 
cate windy weather, but this is only 
because the winds have cleared away 
the dust and haze so that the illumi¬ 
nated portion of the moon can be seen 
more distinctly. ‘There Is no reason 
for planting and harvesting according 
to the moon’s changes.

Many Historic Markers 

Abound in Buckeye State 

Ohio probably has more historic 
markers than any other of the middle 
western states. During the formative 
period of the nation this state was 
the scene of events that affected the 
whole trend of the country’s history. 

A few among the many events which 
hnve been marked In Ohio were: In¬ 
dian massacre, ten miles south of Ash¬ 
land ; Dunmore war, monument at 
Hockingport; battle in War of 1812, 
ten miles northwest of Wapakoneta; 
erection of Fort Hamilton, in Hamil¬ 
ton; Battle of Piqua; second “wom¬ 
an’s right’’ convention In the world, at 
Salem; birth of Thomas A. Edison, at 
Milan; birth of Gen. George A. Cus¬ 
ter, New Rumley; establishment of 
branch of Mormon church, ut Kirt- 
lund; college for the first time in 
United States admits negroes, at Ober- 
lin; Anthony Wayne defeats Indians 
in 1794, between Maumee and Water- 
ville; Perry’s victory, on South Bass 
island; first church and school house 
In Ohio, at south vdge of New Phila¬ 
delphia ; first permanent settlement in 
Ohio, at Marietta; world’s largest air¬ 
ship constructed, at Akron. 


Lobsters Do Not Travel 

Among the creatures that have been 
studied with a view to discovering 
the extent of their migratory tenden¬ 
cies are lobsters, which it has been 
found rarely wander far from their 
home areas. While making a study 
of the lobster fisheries In the North 
seu for the Danish government a num¬ 
ber of young lobsters were iive- 
trapped and then returned to the sea 
after their shells had been notched In 
a manner to make them recoguizuble 
again. Nearby neighborhoods were 
then watched for the reappearance of 
the marked lobsters. None were re¬ 
covered at a distance of more titan 15 
miles from their point of release, only 
a few traveled ns f'nr ns five miles 
from home and the majority stayed 
within a mile or two of their native 
habitat. 


Bandicoot, Largest Rat 

The bandicoot rat, a native of India 
and Ceylon, is the largest known spe¬ 
cies of rat. Its body, black above and 
gray beneath, is frequently more than 
a foot in length and Its tail, which is 
very thick at the base, is equnlly long. 
This rodent finds both favor and dis¬ 
favor among t lie natives. It feeds 
chielly on grain and "roots und Is very 
destructive to gardens and poultry, 
burrowing under walls to reach what 
It \\;ants. On the other hand Its flesh 
Is a favorite article of food with the 
coolies in arid, hilly districts. Its 
flavor Is said to resemble that of young 
pork.

No Insurance on Capitol 

AH government-owned buildings, in¬ 
cluding the United Stjjtes Capitol and 
post olilees throughout the country are 
under the jurisdiction of the Treasury 
department. Ibis department does 
not place policies of insurance on the 
Capitol or any other federal building 
for the reason that congress does not 
appropriate any money to pay for in¬ 
surance.

Andrew Johnson** Rise 

From Extreme Poverty 

Andrew Johnson was the son of a 
poor sexton. He wns born December 
29, 1808, at Raleigh. N. C. Fatherless 
at three; never attended school a day 
In his life. At ten was bound out to a 
tailor to help support his mother. 

At eighteen he wns established in 
his own tailor shop at Greenville, 
Tenn. As he worked, his wife rend to 
him and at the end of the day taught 
him to rend and write. 

Most npt in oratory, his favorite 
hobby was debating on the political 
issues of the day. and before of age, 
his ability was recognized. At twenty 
he was elected city alderman and two 
years later, mayor. At twenty-five, 
wns a member of Tennessee legisla¬ 
ture and at thirty-three, a state sen¬ 
ator—served four years—elected to 
congress—served ten years. Governor 
of Tennessee. 1853-57 and United 
States senator the four years follow¬ 
ing. Wns appointed military governor 
of Tennessee in 1882 by President Lin¬ 
coln nnd on the ticket with him—1804 
—elected Vice President. 

At Lincoln’s death he became the 
seventeenth President of the United 
States, April 15. 1805—served one 

term. At expirntlon of his term he 
retired to his home at Greenville. 
Tenn.; remained active In politics- 
elected United States senator In 1875, 
but lived to serve only four months. 
He died near Carters Station, Tenn., 
July 31, 1875, aged sixty-six. 


When Silver First Came 

Into Monetary Limelight 

Free coinage of silver means that 
the currency system of the nation 
permitting the free coinage of silver 
accepts silver bullion for coinage in¬ 
to standard silver monetary units in 
unlimited quantities in some pre* 
scrU>ed ration to gold. 

When the American currency sys¬ 
tem wns established it provided for 
the free nnd unlimited coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 15 to 1—15 
ounces of silver being presumed to 
have the same value as one ounce 
of gold. In 1834 the ratio of silver 

to gold was pushed up to 10 to 1, 

where it remained until silver was 
demonetized In the United States In 
1873. This Is the ratio William Jen¬ 
nings Rrynn set forth in his plat¬ 

form when he *ran for President on 
the Democratic ticket In 1890. 

The free coinage of silver wns au¬ 
thorized early in this nation's his¬ 
tory because of the scarcity in pre¬ 
cious metnls and the need of em¬ 
ploying gold and silver ns a basis 

for the monetary system. Silver wns 
dropped from the American mone¬ 
tary system nnd from the mone¬ 
tary systems of the leading European 
nations been use of the wide fluctua¬ 
tion in Its value and the impossibility 
accordingly of maintaining nn equiv¬ 
alent value between silver and gold. 


"Uncle Tom’* Cabin” 

The story of “Uncle Tom’s Cabin’’ 
was begun by Harriet Beecher Stowe 
In 1850, ten yenrs before the outbreak 
of the Civil war. and the first chapters 
were written at her home In Bruns¬ 
wick. Maine, under many domestic dif¬ 
ficulties. Money was scarce and Mrs. 
Stowe’s time was divided between the 
care of an Infant child and her liter¬ 
ary labors. There Is a tradition that 
the work wns begun on scraps of 
brown wrapping paper. It wns first 
printed as a serial In the National 
Era Magazine. Washington, D. C., and 
in 1852 It nppeared In book form and 
In the snme year It wns dramatized 
nnd started on its world-wandering 
pilgrimage of propaganda. 


Where Farm Plants Came From 

Vavilov, the Russian geneticist, 
found thut there were five world cen¬ 
ters from which our principal agricul¬ 
tural plants came. Afghanistan gave 
us bread wheat, beans, pens, lentils, 
carrots and pomegranates. From 
southeast Asia came naked oats, naked 
barley, millet, soybeans, fruit trees 
and probably rice. The Mediterrane¬ 
an and Abyssinian regions produced 
the ancestors of our oats. peas, large 
seeded flax, many vegetables, durum 
wheat and hulled barley. The fifth 
center Is the New world with Mexico 
Peru. Chile ns the original homes of 
potatoes, Jerusalem nrtlchokes. maize 
(what we call corn), tobacco and the 
occidental cottons. 


Cactus Juice 

In harvesting, the roots are the most 
valuable part of the cactus plant 
These are dried In the desert, then 
packed and shipped to the factory, 
where they are boiled under 400 
pounds' pressure, at a temperature 
from 212 to 215 degrees Fahrenheit. 
This process extracts the active prln 
ciple of the plant. It Is a (tale, yellow 
Ish liquid which foams when shaken. 
It contains a weak organic acid, but 
the acidity Index Is so low that It Is 
noncorrosive in contact with metnls 
easily affected by acid. In common 
use. the lime and magnesium salts of 
water neutralize the acid of the juice. 


Sleep With Eyes Open 

You can’t cutch u fish with its eyes 
shut, but you can catch It asleep, Is 
the claim of a Fisheries Institute offi¬ 
cial. Ordinary fish have no eyelids, 
but they do sleep, he says. The ordl 
nary fresh-water fish sleeps In a brown 
study; Its eyes wide open, but not see 
lng. Such species as the sunfisb, bass 
and perch sleep resting on the bottom 
of the lake or stream, while others He 
on the weeds and water vegetation. 
The little sliver-sides and the gar 
sleep up against the water surface. 


Explorer Tells of Three 

Hours Spent in Volcano 

To be lowered Into the active crater 
of Stromholl, clad In nn asbestos suit 
and wearing a helmet strong enough 
to resist falling stones, with a breath¬ 
ing apparatus to save him from as¬ 
phyxiation, wns the exciting experi¬ 
ence of nn explorer. 

The rope with which he was low¬ 
ered Into the depths of the crater had 
to be asbestos-covered lest It should 
shrivel up like tow nnd let him fall 
Into the Inferno below. Yet he re¬ 
mained down for nenrly three hours, 
actually lenvlng his rope nnd mnklng 
observations on the crater’s floor. 

On returning from his hazardous 
expedition, he said: “It was like be¬ 
ing In hell to wntch the fury of the 
volcano. The boiling lava wns remi¬ 
niscent of the sen In a storm. Every 
now nnd then great waves rose and, 
exploding, hurled over the rim of the 
crater mnsse.s of burning lava, hun¬ 
dreds of big stones, and clouds of nsh. 
On the floor were pits, ten to thirty 
feet deep, lava seething In them like 
boiling porridge. As the bubbles burst 
there was a crash, nnd stones and 
other Incandescent material was flung 
aloft. The walls around me nssumed 
black, red and yellow tints, while from 
great cracks poured sulphur vapor."— 
Tit-Bits Magazine. 


Mysteries of Human Ear 

Still Awaiting Solution 

The mechanism of the human ear 
has been known during long ages, but 
the manner In which it conveys defi¬ 
nite Information to the brain Is an¬ 
other matter. The world is still far 
from a final pronouncement, however 
learnedly one may speak of sound¬ 
waves striking upon the drum of the 
ear and establishing n vibration which 
Is communicated to the brain by a 
row of white threads attached to a 
series of wonderfully articulated 
bones. That the threads, like the 
aerials which catch the ilutterlngs of 
the ether hearing sounds across the 
oceans, and give them rebirth exactly 
as they were born thousands of miles 
away, to the last squeak of the clari¬ 
net or chirp of the piccolo; translate 
to human brains the meaning con¬ 
veyed by the air vibrations which lap 
against the ear-drum or tympanum 
does not greatly help. 

A writer says: “We call the threads 
nerves, but how the tympanum adapts 
Itself by contraction and relaxation 
to the different pitch of sound with¬ 
out our will Intervening wo have no 
Idea. We know only that It does.” 


When Hair Turns Gray 

Many authorities believe that hair 
turns gray because the hair follicles 
where It Is born no longer furnish the 
oxydlzlng agent that oxydlzes the pig¬ 
ment. Others think that the color Is 
still there, but Is hidden by air bubbles 
which form to take place of the shrink¬ 
ing hair cells. These give the hair its 
gray appearance, nnd when enough of 
them have formed they make It white. 
Although opinion on what turns hair 
gray Is divided and nobody has been 
able to satisfactorily explain how hair 
can suddenly turn white over night 
from terror or grief we know that the 
first gray hairs to appear In a scalp 
are bigger and stronger than the rest. 
We also know that In extreme old age 
the. hair grows thinner and finally be¬ 
comes fine nnd short like those on the 
scalp of a baby. 


When Balloons Carried Mail 

During the siege of 1‘nrla In 1870, 
55 balloons carrying mnll rose from 
the beleagured city, and 47 of them 
landed safely beyond the encircling 
German lines. It has been estimated 
that 100,000 letters were sent out of 
the capital In this way. The first bal¬ 
loon was the so-cnlled Neptune. It 
left Paris. September 23, 1870, and 
carried 250 pounds of letters. The 
second was the Cltta di Flnenze, of 
Italian construction, with 300 pounds 
of mnll, and the third was nicknamed 
the United States, "because It was 
composed of three small bags, tied to¬ 
gether." The fifth balloon, unnamed, 
was brought down near the German 
lines, and both armies fought for Its 
cargo, consisting of postcards, stamped 
at 10 centimes. 


Y^orld’s Largest Cross 

Stolberg, n tiny city in the^IIartz, 
with the Stolberg palace, Is little 
known outside Germany, but it pos¬ 
sesses two distinctions. One finds here 
the largest collection of funeral ser¬ 
mons in the world, comprising 20,000 
volumes of eulogies delivered In the 
Seventeenth and Eighteenth centuries, 
and on the outskirts of the city stands 
the world’s lnrgest cross, on the “Jo- 
sephshone," at an elevation of 1,880 
feet, erected more than a hundred 
years ago in the form of an observa¬ 
tion tower 124% feet high. 


Indian Mounds 

The Indian mounds found through 
much of the Mississippi region are be¬ 
lieved by many to be caches of Indian 
treasures. This belief, Smithsonian 
archeologists point out, Is entirely 
without foundation. Many mounds 
were used for burial of the deud. Ex¬ 
cavation often reveals cherished per¬ 
sonal objects interred with the bones 
of prominent Indluns. But such ob¬ 
jects have no nmterlul value and are 
of Interest only us they throw light on 
the pre-Columbian culture pattern. 

The Irish Free Stats 

The Irish Free Stute (Saorstat 
Elreann) wus brought Into existence 
on January 7, 1022, when the dull or 
parliament ratified a treaty with Great 
Britain. This government includes 
27,349 square miles of territory, while 
the remainder of the Island of Ireland, 
0,287 square miles, Is from Its locution 
known as Northern Ireland and has an 
entirely distinct and separate govern¬ 
ment

The men 
from Jaekson rd. were assured by 
Alderman Murray, chairman of the

The first matters on the docket 
were hearings on petitions from the 
Edison Company for pole locations on 
various streets. No objections were 
presented to these petitions. Neither 
did anyone appear to protest against 
the following petitions; Academy of 
Sacred Heart, to keep 27.600 gallons 
of fuel oil in tanks near the heating 
plant at 786 Centre st.; Peter Volante. 
to store 600 gallons of gasoline (for 
private use) at 391 Dedham st., New¬ 
ton Highlands; ('ashman & Ginsberg, 
to store 1000 additional gallons of gas¬ 
oline nt 2285 Washington st., Lower 
Falls; Antonio Antonucci, for permit 
to store 2500 additional gallons of gas¬ 
oline at 283 Boylston st., Newton Cen¬ 
tre, and to install extra tanks—total 
storage to be 4000 gallons. 

Julius Lucht, librarian of the New¬ 
ton Free Library, opposed the petition 
of Posts Taste-T-Foods, Inc., for a 
permit to store 500 gallons of gaso¬ 
line at 15 Spencer st.. West Newton. 
Mr. Lucht explained that this locus 
abuts the West Newton branch of the 
library, that disagreeable results have 
occurred from the proximity of the 
large bakery there, and the storage 
of this large amount of gasoline close 
to the library is not desired. 

Malcolm Green of 38 Woodward st., 
Newton Highlands, opposed the peti¬ 
tion of Walter Jewell for a permit to 
erect a garage repair shop at 1009 
Boylston st. Mr. Green said the neigh 
borhood is essentially residential, there 
is no business between the Jenney 
filling station and Chestnut st., Upper 
Falls, and the Aldermen should con¬ 
sider the bad effect the repair shop 
would have on real estate values in 
the section. K. S. May of 200 Lincoln 
st. also opposed the petition. He said 
the garage will create an additional 
traffic hazard. Leo Hamburger, own¬ 
er of nearby properties, opposed the 
petition on the contention that the 
garage would decrease the values of 
nearby real estate. Lawrence Ball of 
130 Dickerman rd. favored the peti¬ 
tion. He said he had sold the land 
to Jewell, it is in a business zone, 
and Jewell is within his rights in 
asking for the garage repair shop per¬ 
mit there. 

On recommendation of the Licenses 
Committee a common victualler license 
was granted William Robblee at 1239 
Washington st., and a permit for three 
pool tuhles to Henry Goldberg at 357 
Watertown st. John Dewey was grant¬ 
ed a waiver of the set-back line from 
25 to 15 feet at his lot corner of Cabot 
st. and Academy rd., to enable an ad¬ 
dition to be erected to his residence.

The petition of the Metropolitan Ice 
Company to use the former ice making 
plant of the Purity Ice Company, 
near the intersection of Beacon and 
Walnut sts., Newton Highlands as a 
distribution station for fuel oil, was 
turned down on Monday night by the 
Board of Aldermen. The Purity Ice 
Company was absorbed a couple of 
years ago by the Metropolitan Ice 
Company, which also purchased some 
of the other ice companies in this 
vicinity. The artificial Ice sold by 
tills company has been manufactured 
largely the past year or more at a 
plant in West Watertown. 

The first attempt to obtain a per¬ 
mit to cliange the use of the plant 
at Newton Highlands for oil business 
purposes was made about three years 
ago when a petition was presented to 
tlie Board of Aldermen to have this 
property changed from a residence to 
a business zone. This petition was 
never acted upon. Subsequently the 
ice company stored fuel oil at the 
plant, distributed it from there and 
even sold it there. Last year Aider- 
man Teniperley called attention to this 
violation of the zoning law. and the 
sale of oil was stopped there. 

When the ice company recently pre¬ 
sented another petition seeking to 
have its Newton Highlands property 
placed in n business zone, so that it 
might be used as an oil distribution 
centre, strong opposition developed. 
Protests were received from Newton 
Highlands civic organizations. The 
character and extent of the opposi¬ 
tion caused the Aldermen to unani¬ 
mously turn down the petition.

Hearing at State 
House on NRA Loan 
For City Projects 

City Officials Speak in Favor— 
No Protests 


A hearing was held at the State 
House. Boston, last Friday afternoon 
on the petition of the City of Newton 
for a loan of $63,000 from the 
NRA funds for certain municipal 
projects. These include a new school 
at Newtonville, on Nevada st., and 
Linwood ave.; an addition to the 
Bigelow School on Park st., Newton; 
an addition to the Day Junior high 
school on Walnut st.. Newtonville: 
and an incinerator at Newton High¬ 
lands. 

The hearing was held before the 
Massachusetts Emergency Finance 
Board. Joseph W. Bartlett, City So¬ 
licitor of Newton, who is chairman 
of this Board, was not present. Mr. 
Doherty, one of the members of the 
Board, presided. Mayor Weeks 
spoke in favor of the loan and gave 
his reasons for the proposed erec¬ 
tion of the scliool buildings and the 
incinerator. The school buildings 
were designated as being of primary 
importance. George H. Tracy, chair¬ 
man of the School Committee, and 
John Lund. Superintendent of 
Schools, agreed with Mayor Weeks 
in pleading for the need of the 
schools. 

In addition to Mayor Weeks’ ar¬ 
gument for tlie Incinerator. Street 
Commissioner Stuart. City Engineer 
Morse and Chief Randlett of the Fire 
Department also contended that this 
project is needed and desirable. Har¬ 
rison Eddy, an engineer, whose com¬ 
pany would have the supervision of 
the erection of the incinerator, ex¬ 
plained the plans of the structure. 
No persons appeared to oppose the 
proposed loans.

At the meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night a public 
hearing was held on the laying out 
and accepting of Wiltshire rd.. New¬ 
ton, from its present end over the 
recently constructed conduit to Jack- 
son rd. Heretofore Wiltshire rd. has 
been a dead-end street. With the 
covering of Laundry Brook at the 
easterly end of Wiltshire rd.. the 
conduit was so constructed at this 
point that the street can be extend¬ 
ed over it. 

At the Adams st. end of Wiltshire 
rd. is a cement wall alongside a 
residence which Is built well above 
the level of Adams st. This wall 
causes a blind corner and creates a 
bad traffic condition. Across the 
street from this blind corner is 
Our Lady’s parochial school. Wilt¬ 
shire rd. as a dead-end street had 
little automobile traffic other than 
the few automobiles owned by resi¬ 
dents on the street. As a connecting 
street between Adams st. and Jack- 
son rd. it is expected that automobile 
traffic on it will be largely in¬ 
creased. Because of this. Rev. Rob¬ 
ert Mantle, assistant pastor of Our 
Lady’s Church, was present at the 
hearing on Monday night. 

Father Mantle said that he repre¬ 
sented Rev. Lawrence Slattery, pas¬ 
tor of Our Lady’s Church. He said 
that he had an open mind so far as 
tlie matter of extending Wiltshire 
rd. is concerned. But. if this road is 
extended to Jackson rd.. Fr. Mantl«v 
stated that it is the desire of Fr. 

Slattery that Wiltshire rd. be made a 
one-way street, with automobile traf¬ 
fic entering at Adams st. This 
recommendation is made because of 
the danger to the small children 
attending the parochial school, many 
of whom travel along Wiltshire rd.. 
and who would be jeopardized by 
cars coming out of the blind corner 
at Wiltshire rd. and Adams st. 

Leo Riley of 173 Jackson rd.. New¬ 
ton, opposed this proposal. Riley said 
his garage is on Wiltshire rd. and 
that he would have to drive two- 
fifths of a mile each time he would 
have to enter it by driving in from 
Adams st. 

The Board voted to appropriate 
$552 for the extension of the road 
The matter of making it a one-way 
street will be considered by the 
Traffic Committee. 

Turnpike Contract 
Is Awarded 

On Tuesday the State Department 
of Public Works awarded the contract 
for the construction of another section 
of the Worcester turnpike. This sec¬ 
tion will extend from the finished part 
of the turnpike near the Newton- 
Brookline boundary, and extend for 
5755 feet ito Brookline. State engi¬ 
neers had estimated this job would 
cost well over $300,000. As evidence 
of the unhealthy competition prevail¬ 
ing in the contracting business is the 
fact that the low bids were about 
one-third less than this estimate. The D rfcfrllc D{ll e flinrtfxri 
contract was awarded to Coleman DOgUS Dlllo VJlVuIl 
Brothers of Boston, the lowest bid¬ 
ders. at $208,363. The next two low¬ 
est bidders were M. McDonough Com¬ 
pany of Saugus, $209,464.55, and Simp¬ 
son Brothers Company, $224,826.82.

in sympathy with his comrades. He 
commented that Mayor Weeks is also 
a veteran, but is not in sympathy 
with his fellow veterans who are in 
need. Kenney argued that the unem¬ 
ployed veterans are not getting a cent 
to provide them with carfares or en¬ 
able them to telephone in their en¬ 
deavors to search for employment. He 
said that some of the food delivered 
to the veterans has not been fit to »*at 
and that deodorizers would have been 
useful after some of the tins con¬ 
taining canned food were opened. He 
contended that the law specifies that 
veterans cannot be treated as paupers 
and that Newton is the only city in 
•Massachusetts which is making pau¬ 
pers of the veterans. 

Robert Cunningham. Commander of 
Newton Post. American Legion stated 
that the same kind of food is being 
sent to all the veterans receiving aid 
Horn the city, and that many of them, 
of various racial types, are accus¬ 
tomed to food of a different nature 
and cannot eat the food provided. He 
also said that some of the children 
of the veterans cannot go to school 
because they lack suitable clothing 
and food. He argued that the aid 
given by the city should be in cash, 
to a certain percentage at least. 

Alderman Cronin presented a peti¬ 
tion signed by over 2iH> Newton vet¬ 
erans demanding that cash payments 
be restored to the veterans. Cronin 
argued that the system now being 
used in this city is in violation of 
the State law. He called attention 
to the fact that the veterans have 
not a cent to get hair-cuts for them¬ 
selves or their children, money for 
carfare to look for jobs, or other es¬ 
sential needs. He said that when 
one veteran received the weeklv dole 
of food for himself and his family, 
four of the eggs delivered were rot¬ 
ten. Some of the oranges delivered 
have been quite small in size and 
contained little, or no juice. 

Alderman Gallagher took the floor 
and stated that he had been severe* 
ly criticised for having refused the 
veterans the privilege of protesting 
at the special meeting over which 
he had presided. He advocated al¬ 
lowing them to be heard and approved 
President Collins for granting this 
privilege. He asserted that he had 
just prevailed on another member of 
the Board not to object. 


Louis DeGregorio of Jones court, 
Nonantum said that he had received 
rotten **ggs in the food dole sent to 
him. and that when he went to City 
Hall to complain he was told to get 
out. He said he has five children, 
his disability allowance has been dis¬ 
continued by the Federal Government 
and that he has been without a cent 
in his house to obtain medicine for 
his children when they have been ill. 
He added that the check sent him by 
the city for the payment of the rent 
of his home was not sufficient to pav 
the rent. He stated that he and hi's 
family do not eat white bread, as 
eaten by Americans and have had to 
beg for the rye bread they do eat. 
He commented that this country did 
not have to beg for us to go to the 
war. 

John Kenney again took the floor 
to complain that discrimination is 
being practiced by the city. Some 
of the veterans are being given cash 
payments — other veterans are re¬ 
fused cash payments. Arthur Brouil- 
ette of Waltham st.. West Newton. 
Past Commander of the Spanish War 
Veterans of this city, said that he is 
not receiving aid. but he protested 
against the injustice being done to 
the veterans who are in need in this 
city. He said that veterans here 
have been asked to sign papers 
which would pauperize them, and 
that Newton is the only place in the 
State which is treating veterans as 
paupers. 

Frank DeGregorio of Emerald st. 
complained that he and his family 
have always been accustomed to 
Italian food and have been allowed 
but two pounds of macaroni a 
month. He said he would be sat¬ 
isfied if he would receive more spa¬ 
ghetti and cheese. 

The Aldermen took no action fol¬ 
lowing the protests, but it was sub¬ 
sequently announced that the food 
allowances sent out by the Welfare 
and Soldiers’ Relief Departments will 
be modified so that food articles will 
be sent to the Italian and French 
recipients of a type to which they 
have been accustomed.

THE LOCATION IS MOST IMPORTANT 

Several weeks apo the Newton Board of Aldermen voted to 
apply for Federal loans under the NR A propram for several 
public works projects in Newton, amonp them an incinerator. 
Three of the Aldermen voiced their objections to this par¬ 
ticular project and at the same time requests for public hear¬ 
ings on the matter were considered. As it is one of the func¬ 
tions of the State Emergency Finance Board, which may ap¬ 
prove or reject plans for projects submitted to it, to con¬ 
duct hearings on each matter before passing on them, the ma¬ 
jority of the Aldermen felt it would be a duplication of effort 
as well as delaying the carrying out of the program. Thus 
the matter was given local approval and submitted to the State 
Board. Hearings were held on the various projects which 
Newton seeks to carry out. Surprising as it may seem there 
was no one appearing to protest any of the projects. As we 
see it the chief importance of the question lies as to the loca¬ 
tion of the proposed incinerator. We regard it as an improve¬ 
ment of merit, but believe that extremely careful consideration 
should be given before definite decision is made as to its 
location. _ 


REVISING ELECTION LAWS 

Considerable publicity has been given to the recent hear¬ 
ings of the commission considering the revision of election laws 
with the object of eliminating certain practices which have 
caused considerable argument in recent elections. Although 
it is probable that the commission will advocate nothing more 
drastic than changes to correct these practices one of the most 
desirable changes that could be made would be a step toward 
the so-called “short” ballot. More and more it is becoming 
evident that some offices should be filled by appointment or 
legislative acclamation. .

We linve been requested by mem¬ 
bers of the American Legion in this 
city to again call attention to in¬ 
dividuals wearing caps inscribed 
’’Disabled Soldier’’ who obtain money 
from residents of this city. We are 
told that in some instances they have 
insed as members of Newton Post. 
American Legion. No member of 
Newton Post is permitted to solicit 
money on the streets of this city by 
selling flowers, real or artificial, or by 
st lling any other nrticle. The per¬ 
sons who resort to this method of ob¬ 
taining money along the sidewalks, 
usually in the business sections of 
the Newtons, are not residents of the 
city. They make a regular occupa¬ 
tion of getting money by this method, 
and protect themselves from arrest 
by using a State license for peddlers. 

Residents of Newton should refrain 
from giving money to these fellows. 
Thore are plenty of veterans in the 
Newtons badly in need of assistance. 
If you have anything to give, includ¬ 
ing donations of clothing or shoes 
(for adults or children) get in touch 
with Herbert M. French.

Welfare Officer of 
Newton Post, American Legion, or the 
Welfare Officer. 


When men and women conducting 
small business activities are forced 
to comply with NRA codes, even 
though they are in financial difficul¬ 
ties, why should hillion dollar cor¬ 
porations like big railroads be ex¬ 
empted? Why should the Federal gov¬ 
ernment not practice w'hat it preaches 
by .'estoring the postal service to 
somt thing like its former efficiency; 
this to be done by putting postal em¬ 
ployees back to w’ork and filling va¬ 
cancies? Why should not the Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts co-oper¬ 
ate by awarding its contracts on pub¬ 
lic works to contractors who have 
signei up on the NRA instead of to 
contractors who did not sign up nnd 
who will continue to w’ork employees 
on State projects 48 hours (and prob¬ 
ably more) each w*eek? 


The annual howl against compul¬ 
sory insurance rates is on—and justi¬ 
fiably so. Automobile owners of Mas¬ 
sachusetts are annually compelled to 
pay high insurance rates because in¬ 
surance companies puy hundreds of 
thousunds of dollars to dishonest per¬ 
sons who make claims for fake in¬ 
juries alleged to have been received 
in automobile accidents. And many 
of those w’ho obtain money dishonest¬ 
ly on spurious claims, profess to be 
upright individuals, go to church reg¬ 
ularly. and would wax indignant if ac¬ 
cused of crookedness. Yet. they take 
false oaths and deliberately lie. The 
insurance companies pay such claims 
because they can pass the buck on to 
the automobile owners who must bear 
the burden. 

There are many cars in Massachu¬ 
setts registered from the summer ad¬ 
dresses of their owners, places where 
low insurance rates are enjoyed. 
These cars are garaged for nine 
months of the year in higher rate 
zones, but their owners readily fill 
out insurance application blanks giv¬ 
ing misleading information. There 
are many automobiles operated the 
year round in Massachusetts regis¬ 
tered in other States. Cars can he 
seen in this city month in and month 
out bearing out of State number 
plates. It ought to be a comparative¬ 
ly simple matter to apprehend those 
who violate the law in this manner; 
but such action Is not taken. The 
use of dealer’s number plates is also 
abused. We have observed in this 
city large trucks owned by a certain 
person who has been given consider¬ 
able work on public projects and his 
trucks bear dealers number plates. 
And there are a suspiciously large 
number of cars on the highways bear¬ 
ing paper number plates. It Is not to 
be wondered at that persons who obey 
the law and are forced to pay heavy 
insurance rates complain at the bur¬ 
den. 


Double parking and stopping of au¬ 
tomobiles in business sections of tills 
city is becoming more nnd more 
prevalent; just as it is in other cities. 
Tins practice is a violation of both 
State law' and city statutes; it has 
caused many accidents nnd should lie 
stopped. Incidentally, the practice of 
double parking automobiles nights at 
the parking space at Newton Corner 
is again being permitted. This prac¬ 
tice lias been forbidden in past years 
and should not be allowed now. 


How would you like to be without 
a cent in your house from one end of 
the month to the other?

Board Enrolling 
Newton Employers 

Results Will Be Issued in 
Weekly Statements 


The local N. R. A. committee which 
was appointed last week by Mr. 
George L. White, chairman of the 
N. R. A. executive committee in New¬ 
ton, has been designated as the Com¬ 
pliance Board similar to the term 
which is used in other cities and 
towns throughout the State. The lo¬ 
cal compliance board is comprised of 
Rupert C. Thompson, chairman; J. 
Ernest Gibson, George P. Hatch, Syd¬ 
ney B. Holden and James A. Waters. 

At the present time the committee 
is engaged in ascertaining the number 
of Newton employers who have not 
enrolled under the N. R. A. and en¬ 
deavoring to bring the enrollment to 
one hundred per cent. The vast ma¬ 
jority of Newton employers, number¬ 
ing twenty-five hundred, have signed 
the President’s Agreement and are 
observing both the letter and spirit 
of the Act. Those not enrolled rep¬ 
resent for the most part those em¬ 
ployers not familiar with what is re¬ 
quested and it is felt that explana¬ 
tion will soon bring them within the 
ranks. 

The local executive committee is 
taking steps to issue weekly state¬ 
ments showing the results of the N. 
R. A. activities in Newton indicating 
the increase in employment, increases 
in payrolls, increases in production of 
local factories, increase in business in 
retail stores and similar material of 
value. It is not unreasonable to ex¬ 
pect that Newton’s first report will 
show gratifying results. Reports from 
nearby localities are already signifi¬ 
cant. A town near Boston, jmuch 
smaller than Newton in area and pop¬ 
ulation, has reported twenty-two firms 
with a net increase in employment of 
1765 persons and an increased week¬ 
ly payroll of over $36,000.

Dam in Edmands 
Park Bursts From 
Heavy Rainfall 

Had Been Erected To Make 
Artificial Pond 


A large earth dam at. Edmands 
Park. Newton, near Westchester rd. 
burst on Saturday when it gave way 
under the pressure of water caused 
by the heavy rain. The dam was 
built last winter under the supervis¬ 
ion of the Playground Department by 
unemployed men. It was about 75 
feet in width and 15 feet high and 
was constructed of gravel ami sand. 
Towards the centre of the dam where 
Edmands Brook coursed through, a 
cement pipe was laid to drain the 
artificial pond created by the dam, 
and a concrete spillway was built. 
The pond, about two acres in area, 
rapidly filled during the heavy rain 
of last Friday night and Saturday. 
The pressure of the water caused the 
dirt dam to give at about the point 
where the pipe was located. 

A large section of the dam was 
washed away. The concrete spillway 
remained suspended in the air for a 
few* hours before crashing to the 
ground. A concrete manhole about 15 
feet high also toppled over. Another 
concrete manhole constructed by the 
Sewer Department remained stand¬ 
ing. 

The rush of water, after the dam 
crumbled, flowed largely along the old 
course of Edmands Brook tow’ards 
Blake st. Some of the flood reached 
Westchester rd. The cellar of one 
house at the corner of Blake and 
Cabot sts. was flooded. 

No decision has been reached yet 
as to whether, or not, the dam will 
be replaced. If it is, it is probablr 
that a more substantial structure will 
be built. The artificial pond which 
the dam had created, could have been 
used for skating purposes this winter.

On Monday night a meeting of the 
Veterans Council of Newton was held 
at the Memorial Building at City Hall 
park. A long discussion w’as held on 
the matter of modifying the new sys¬ 
tem of relief in operation in this city, 
whereby cash payments are not given 
to veterans; the aid being limited to 
food doles, payment of rent to the 
limit of $20 monthly, and payment of 
light and gas bills to the limit of $2 
monthly. In addition to members of 
the council Mayor Weeks, Soldiers’ 
Relief Commissioner Dungan, and 
City Solicitor Bartlett were present. 

Mayor Weeks gave his reasons for 
putting the needy of the city under 
the commissary system and stopping 
payments of cash. He contended that 
the duty of this city is to provide 
proper nourishment and housing for 
the unemployed, and that under the 
present system these necessities are 
assured. Mr. Bartlett told the coun¬ 
cil that he is chairman of the State 
Emergency Finance Board which is 
determining how the millions'of dol¬ 
lars of Federal aid will be distributed 
to cities and towns in Massachusetts. 
He stated that his Board has reached 
the conclusion that cash payments 
are not the best method of giving wel¬ 
fare relief to the enemployed. He 
also said that New’ton is more liberal 
in the matter of rent allowance than 
other cities; some of which make no 
allowance for rent. Mr. Dungan told 
the council that 147 payments of sol¬ 
diers’ relief are being made monthly 
in Newton. Of this number 66 are on 
the commissary system; the remain¬ 
der are cash payments given to wid¬ 
ow’s and unmarried men. 

Julius Ramm. head of the Veterans 
Council appointed the following com¬ 
mittee to confer with Commissioner 
Dungan—Arthur McCarthy.

A senior this year 
he is one of the leading nil-round ath¬ 
letes in school being captain-elect of 
basketball and an infielder on the 
baseball team. He Is battling the first 
string players for a starting berth all 
the way and in another week or two 
may earn such a position.

“Herbert Hoover will attain fame in 
history as the Inst const Rat ional 
president," said Stanley Lovell of Wa¬ 
tertown. in a scholarly discussion of 1 
“The Decline of Western Civiliza¬ 
tion.’’ by Oswald Spengler, before the 
Newton Rotary Club on Monday.

In the very first be¬ 
ginnings of a civilization, a visionary 
group of leaders predominated like 
artists, as exemplified by Leonarda 
Da Vinci and his contemporaries. Fol¬ 
lowing this group is the clergy as 
•leaders of a developing civilization. 
The bankers or business men, who 
view civilization in Its monetary as¬ 
pect, next promote a civilization per¬ 
sonified by the Rothchllds and the 
Morgans. Following this group are 
the political leaders when eventual¬ 
ly there Is a development of a world 1 
city. 

Spengler. contends, according to the. 
speaker, that a democratic form of j 
civilization develops from fear of a 
monarchy and will crumple unless Its 
tenets live in the hearts of its people 
Its corner stone Is the ballot box 
where Issues of the people are de¬ 
cided. The speaker, quoting the phll-J 
osophy of Spengler. thought rather 
pessimistically that our present civ¬ 
ilization was slowly burning itself 
out and that this era of Super Per¬ 
sonalities was a departure from a con¬ 
stitutional and a democratic state. 
When party lines go. democracy goes.

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DANGER ON THE TURNPIKE 

Turnpikes, like many other roads, are dangerous if not prop¬ 
erly used. Likewise automobiles. The two together are often 
hazardous. In these days of many automobiles we believe a 
few highways such as the Worcester turnpike are necessary and 
that they should be built with a view to the future demands of 
traffic and the growth of population. Near the Worcester turn¬ 
pike within the Newton city lines is considerable undeveloped 
land or land in the process of development. It would seem 
that little foresight had been used in failing to extend Walnut 
street across the turnpike at Newton Highlands as it used to 
be before the concrete highway was laid. Alderman McKay 
and the residents of the neighborhood are justified in their 
attempt to correct the situation. A crossing should be pro¬ 
vided there if it is adequately controlled. Without a crossing 
it is dangerous to pedestrians who have occasion to cross at 
that point. While we are on the subject of dangerous points 
along the turnpike there is another which is fully as danger¬ 
ous, if not more so, than that at Walnut street. We refer to 
the two underpasses at Quinobequin road and Chestnut street, 
Newton Upper Falls, where one fatal accident has already oc¬ 
curred. If the state authorities have not planned to provide 
some control at these points it should be done. The creation 
of the blind corners at these points, necessitated by the erection 
of the long bridge, and the resultant danger should be min¬ 
imized as far as possible. 


DUPLICATE STREET NAMES 

The Newton Planning Board makes a well merited recom¬ 
mendation that the duplication of street names in Newton, of 
which there are several, be rectified by the renaming of one of 
two streets in each instance. The Board has shown consider¬ 
able interest in this matter in the past few years in the naming 
of new streets and has been careful to prevent further duplica¬ 
tion. The condition of duplication has existed for some time 
and it has often been confusing in various ways such as mail 
and package delivery, the directing of strangers, and occasion¬ 
ally in cases of fire.

Labor 
Day tops all holidays, and all other 
days for that matter, in the total 
number of accidents of various 
causes. Everything that can happen 
to a policyholder happens at differ¬ 
ent times throughout the year, but 
on Labor Day all things happen to 
all policyholders.” 

One otherwise normal young 
friend of mine has an aversion for 
traffic lights. For some reason they 
constitute his pet abomination. Not 
being an active motorist I cannot ap¬ 
preciate his feelings, but I think I 
can understand them. No doubt, 
many drivers will sympathize with 
him. How’ever, the other day he took 
me on the most zigzag, criss-cross, 
in-and-out and roundabout, although 
safe and otherwise sane route from 
Newton to Boston. He explained 
that after much close study he had 
charted the course himself. We 
encountered a minimum of traffic 
lights, and even less. It seemed a bit 
odd. but if my friend prefers that 
way of driving it’s his privilege and 
my good fortune to be invited to 
ride with him. 


When the Waves Break 

It isn’t a popular notion, I know, 
and yet there are people who, like 
myself, do not believe that radio is 
the greatest boon yet devised for 
policemen. The minority, of which I 
am a proud member, have an idea 
that veteran police officials know 
better than the general public or 
even elective officials and others in 
authority how the Garden City should 
be guarded. Although in possession of 
no evidence in support or against 
I still cling to the theory that radio 
worshippers were responsible for 
hurried installation in cities and 
towns of systems for broadcasting to 
cruising police cars. 

I should be the last to deny the 
scheme hns numerous advantages. 
What I refuse to accept is the as¬ 
sertion that it will revolutionize the 
police business. My contention is 
that it may produce a partial revolu¬ 
tion but that patrolling on foot is 
still an important feature of police 
work. I prefer to take my informa¬ 
tion about the methods of preserving 
law and order from the bluecoats 
themselves, rather than salesmen, 
representatives of manufacturers and 
high-pressure publicity men. 

Policemen are far more studious 
of methods than in the old days. 
More and more it is becoming a 
profession. Naturally, the prompt 
transmission of an emergency call 
from headquarters to a cruising car 
is essential in the apprehension of 
riminals. Under this plan of convey¬ 
ing intelligence only one way there 
seems to me a distinct obstacle. It 
is this—what assurance has head¬ 
quarters that the call has been picked 
up? If the apparatus is working as 
it should there is no hitch, but sup¬ 
pose it is out of order. It’s delicate 
and tubes can easily be broken by 
a jounce over a crossing or a man¬ 
hole cover. Other little things may 
occur to put the whole thing out. 
Under such conditions I don’t agree 
that the new system is perfect. My

C. S. B. of Boston, was intro¬ 
duced at the Monday evening lecture 
by Mrs. Helen P. Lawrence, Second 
Reader of the Church and on Tues 
day evening by Mr. William S. Whit 
man. First Reader of the Church. Mr 
Whitman spoke as follows; 

Friends: 

This evening we are to have the 
pleasure of listening to a lecture on 
Christian Science, given by a mem¬ 
ber of the Board of Lectureship of 
The Mother Church, The First Church 
of Christ. Scientist, in Boston. Mass 
achusetts. Before introducing the 
lecturer, l wish in behalf of the mem¬ 
bers of this church, to extend to you 
a most cordial welcome. 

The fact, that the teaching of Chris 
tian Science put into practice, heals 
all manner of sickness and sin, is grad 
ually being accepted throughout the 
world. Through the writings of Mary 
Baker Eddy, the Discoverer an 
Founder of Christian Science, we ar 
learning how to make practical th 
truth of this statement found in her 
text book. Science and Health, witb 
Key to the Scriptures, "Divine Lov 
always has met and always will meet 
every human need." The fulflllmen 
of the promise contained in that state 
inent, is attainable here and now, an 
careful attention to the message of 
our lecturer, will I feel sure, help to 
illumine the way for us. 

It is my privilege and pleasure to 
introduce to you. Miss Margaret Mur 
ney Glenn, of Boston, who has take! 
for her subject, "Christian Science 
The Revelation of Love as Divin 
Principle.” 

Christian Science brings the com¬ 
forting assurance to all men that 
there is a correct solution to every 
problem, whether the problem be 
one of human relationship, of sick¬ 
ness. sorrow, lack, temperamental 
weaknesses, or sin. Jesus proved this 
fact twenty centuries ago, but be¬ 
cause his life and works are looked 
upon as miraculous or as a personal 
accomplishment, rather than as the 
result of Science, humanity in gen¬ 
eral. and Christianity in particular, 
have been unable to repeat those 
works. 

Christian Science is based on the 
Bible, but it does not require that 
the Bible be accepted simply because 
it is the Bible, for this blind belief 
In the Scriptures does not make them 
understandable nor practical. Chris¬ 
tian Science shows that there is a 
Science of the Scriptures which not 
only makes plain the events and 
statements contained therein, but 
enables us to repeat the works of 
' the prophets, apostles, and Jesus, 
and to prove for ourselves the great 
fact brought out in the Bible, name¬ 
ly. that God, good, is all and that 
evil and materiality are therefore 
powerless and non-existent. 

In a general way. science is that 
which is subject to proof. Jesus gave 
proof of his teachings, which were 
based on the Old Testament, thus 
showing that those Scriptural writ¬ 
ings were scientific or subject to 
proof. Christian Science gives proof 
of the teachings contained in the 
New Testament, thus confirming the 
scientific nature of these writings. 
Through "Science and Health with 
Key to the Scriptures,” Mary Baker 
Eddy, the Discoverer and Founder 
of Christian Science, has restored to 
us the Science of the Bible, of both 
the Old and New Testaments, so 
that we too can understand and 
prove the scientific truth of their 
statements. 

Mrs. Eddy gives the reason for 
the loss of the Science of the Scrip¬ 
tures and the scientific religion which 
Jesus taught, in the following words: 

• There was never a religion or phil¬ 
osophy lost to the centuries except 
by sinking its divine Principle in 
personality” (The First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, and Miscellany, p. 
117), and. "The religious departure 
from divine Science sprang from the 
belief that the man Jesus, rather 
than his divine Principle, God. saves 
man. and that materia mcdica heals 
him” (ibid., p. 348). In order, then, 
to solve in a scientific way the many 
problems which come into the experi 
«nce of every individual, and to b» 
happy, healthy, intelligent, unlimited 
and free, we must understand God as 
divine Principle. 

G0D IS DIVINE PRINCIPLE 

The very first verse of the Bible 
indicates God’s nature as divine Prin¬ 
ciple. It states: “In the beginning 
God created the heuven and the 
earth." The word "principle” comes 
from a Latin root, meaning the be 
ginning, the foundation, or the first 
and in several Latin texts of the Bi¬ 
ble this verse reads, "In Principle 
God created the heaven and the 
earth." This name Principle for God 
reveals Him as the beginning, founda 
tion, or primal cause of all creation; 

in other words, of man and the uni¬ 
verse. 

Isaiah, Zechariah, and Amos per¬ 
ceived and described God’s oxuct, un 
deviating, absolute nature as Princi 
pie when they beheld Him expressed 
us a plummet or plutnbline. Amos 
describes his concept of God us one 
with a plumbllne in His hand, stand¬ 
ing on a wall made by u plumbline, 
and us saying, "Behold, I will set a 
plmnhline in the midst uf my people 
Israel.”

exact, level, true, and a plumbline is 
used for the measurement of perpen 
dicularity or uprightness. Could Mrs 
Eddy hnve found a better name than 
Principle to express this undeviating 
exact, upright nature of God? 

John refers to the divine manifes¬ 
tation of God as the Word. When you 
give your word about anything, it is 
supposed to be an assurance or a 
promise that is dependable and irre 
vocable So God’s Word is the im 
mutable, reliable, absolute assurance 
of God's being, and this irrevocable 
perfect Word of God we know as law 
or Science. Law must be, is, perfect 
immutably right and eternally nctive 
in order to be law: therefore it has 
its source in Principle. Such law is 
Science, and is demonstrable. Any 
mode or motion which is subject to 
fallibility or improper action ceases 
at that moment to be law. Mrs. Eddy 
defines Christian Science "as the law 
of God. the law of good, interpreting 
and demonstrating the divine Princi¬ 
ple and rule of universal harmony" 
(Rudimental Divine Science, p. 1). 

GOD THE DIVINE PRINCIPLE 
OF HARMONY 

What is it that we all want to 
bring out or demonstrate in our lives? 
Is it not harmony—mental and physi¬ 
cal harmony? To be harmonious 
means to be free from dissension, con¬ 
fusion, fear, discord, suffering, and 
misunderstanding; it means to be 
conscious of peace, love, health, per¬ 
fect activity; in other words, it 
means to be conscious of our true in¬ 
dividuality, which is the creation, or 
manifestation, of Principle, God. 

Even as music expresses the prin 
eiple of harmony, so man expresses 
the divine Principle of harmonious 
being. Just as each musical tone has 
its exact mathematical relation to 
every other tone, so every individual 
man has his right relationship to 
every other individual in the universe 
of God. or Principle, and this exact 
and perfect relationship is harmony 
There may be some who believe that 
they have very discordant relation 
ships with their business associates, 
with members of their household, or 
•'•1th those who they meet socially. 
By pursuing the same course tluit you 
would with a musical problem you 
will solve these problems. If you 
found a discord in your musical com¬ 
position. you would eliminate it and 
replace it with some harmony which 
would bring out the beauty of music. 
You would not delay your work by 
wondering where this discord came 
from, or why it was there, nor would 
vou indulge in the belief that this 
discord was somebody’s fault; but 
you would know it was no part of 
your composition, and therefore you 
would not be Interested in it. Your 
understanding of harmony would ab¬ 
solutely free you from the belief that 
his discord could have any actuality 
or existence as music. Apply divine 
Principle, or Love, to your human 
problem in just this same way. If 
you are not understood in your home, 
if you seem to be unhappy, do not 
waste time wondering why you have 
this problem, thinking it is somebody’s 
fault, or that this discord is an insur¬ 
mountable actuality which must be 
endured, for from the standpoint of 
Christian Science it is no part of the 
harmony of your divine Principle, nor 
of your individuality. There are no 
ill-arranged, discordant individuals in 
the harmonious universe of divine 
Principle, which is Love, and your un¬ 
derstanding of this fact will eliminate 
such a situation from your experience. 
This may seem a beautiful but im¬ 
practical theory to one who has the 
evidence before his eyes of unkind¬ 
ness, carping criticism, envy, hatred, 
nagging, dissatisfaction, or ingrati¬ 
tude. Christian Science does not in¬ 
dicate that these problems are easy 
to solve, but it does offer the solu¬ 
tion and it is certainly much easier 
to solve a problem, no matter how 
long it takes, than to ignore it, or to 
endure it with suppressed resentment, 
hopelessness, sorrow, fear, or hatred. 

Because the musician has the evi¬ 
dence of a discord on the music-sheet 
before his eyes, and because he hears 
this discord, he does not conclude 
that it is therefore real, or a part 
of music. He corrects what he sees 
and hears physically with what he un¬ 
derstands of harmony. This is what 
the Christian Scientist does, and he 
does it constantly; he corrects the 
false suggestions and impressions ob¬ 
tained through the physical senses 
with what he understands of the per¬ 
fection and harmony of his divine 
Principle and his own being ns the 
individual expression of this Princi¬ 
ple. This is purely a mental process, 
but the solution is discernible to the 
human senses. A discord in music 
is merely a mistaken or ignorant 
sense of muHic. A discord in our hu¬ 
man experience is merely a mistaken | 
or ignorant concept of Principle ami 
its idea, or expression, man. When 
you discern the fact of man’s perfect i 
relationship to his fellow man, the 
mistaken, discordant concept of this 
fact vanishes and the human situu-, 
tion is governed by, and manifests, | 
the fact instead of the false concept, 
or discord. Admittedly evil, error, | 
and discord are unprincipled, there¬ 
fore without a foundation or cause, 
and divine Principle, which is har¬ 
mony’s selfhood, causes man to be 
harmonious. 


part of your own individuality. Claim 
your individuality which is always 
right, which is spiritual, perfect, good, 
infinitely intelligent, and free, and 
you will thus reclaim it from the lint 
ited, suffering material beliefs which 
seem to surround and hide it. When 
a sculptor chisels out of rnnrble his 
work of art. there is nothing in tho 
block of marble which indicates the 
model he hns in thought.

Jesus never ignored 
forgot, belittled, or condemned his In 
dividuality. but he recognized that it 
waa on,' with the Father, embraced ih 
divine Love, etulupd with the omnipo¬ 
tence. oninlactlon. and omniscience of 
its divine source, or Principle. Be¬ 
cause he proved the divine nature of 
man’s true selfhood, of our true self¬ 
hood, he was ablo to prove the spir- 
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MAN’S INDIVIDUALITY 
This true idea of mun reveals that 
lie has a perfect individuality which 
is like itH origin, divine Principle. 
Mrs. Eddy says of it (Science and 
Health, p. 191): "Man’s spiritual In¬ 
dividuality is never wrong. It is the 
likeness of mun’s Maker. . . Per¬ 
sonality is not the individuality of 
man." Nothing could be of more in 
tcrest to each one of us thun our true 


cuts away all that is unlike his men¬ 
tal model, until only the model re¬ 
mains depicted there. Man’s individ¬ 
uality is God’s mental and spiritual 
model or ideal. As human beings be¬ 
hold and love man’s true individuality 
they too are able to do away with 
the personal concepts of man which, 
like the marble, have hidden this per¬ 
fect model. 

Love your true individuality, which 
is never wrong. Rejoice in and cher¬ 
ish the loving, intelligent, harmonious 
thoughts and ideas that constitute 
this individuality. Then from this 
standpoint of love you will be able 
to reject the unworthy, limited, sick, 
and sinful beliefs that are claiming to 
be man. We can never love man’s, in 
other words our, true individuality 
too much. In fact, the more you love 
it the more you will live it. 

Is not this what Jesus meant when 
he gave us the standard of our love 
for others, namely, that we should 
love them as ourselves? Because 
mankind has not understood this com¬ 
mand, it has ignored the part about 
loving ourselves, and tried to love 
others. Only by loving our true God¬ 
like selfhood sufficiently to be able to 
unsee and do away with the disturb¬ 
ing. suffering, envious, unhappy, im¬ 
patient. loveless qualities which are 
claiming to hide this perfect model, 
are we in a position to love others 
out of their false beliefs of person¬ 
ality. Unless you have loved your true 
being sufficiently to be able to prove 
something of man’s perfection in your¬ 
self, you will not be able to love an¬ 
other enough to do this for him. 
Prove for yourself that man’s individ¬ 
uality is the idea of Principle, that it 
is wholly pure and free, and you will 
then be able to demonstrate for others 
what you have proved for yourself, 
namely, that “man’s spiritual indi¬ 
viduality Ih never wrong.” 

You may wonder if it is not hypo¬ 
critical to claim a perfect sinless self¬ 
hood when you seem to have false de¬ 
sires. bad habits, and a distressing 
temperament. These things are the 
qualities which constitute the flesh 
and are enmity against*God. the Prin¬ 
ciple of your individuality. They are 
the false, lying testimony of the ma¬ 
terial senses about your true being, 
so that to identify yourself with them 
is hypocritical, whereas identifying 
yourself with good, with God. our 
Father-Mother, is truthful. Ally your 
self with good, claim it as your in¬ 
dividuality. and this false limited con¬ 
cept, called personal desires, personal 
traits, faults, and fears, will disap¬ 
pear. This affirmation on the side of 
good will free from sin and sickness, 
for it has God, divine Principle, with 
it. 

This truth was experienced by a 
young woman who had been left alone 
in an apartment in a foreign city. 
Shortly after her family had left, she 
heard tho front door open and saw a 
man go by her room to her mother’s 
room. After she had overcome her 
fear by knowing that God. good, was 
the only presence, she went into her 
mother’s room and found that he wns 
engaged in taking some jewelry out 
of a bureau drawer. Convinced that 
mnn’s true individuality is good, 
therefore honest, she said to the man: 
"You don’t want to do this. You 
really don’t want to steal." The man 
was amazed, but as she continued to 
affirm tho perfection, purity, and love¬ 
liness of his true individuality as 
God’s image, lie dropped the pistol he 
had pointed at her, thanked her, and 
quietly went away. It was love that 
arrested that man’s act—that love 
which saw not the block of rough ugly 
murldo. the false personality, hut 
which beheld the individuality of man 
which Is God’s idea and never wrong. 
It Is the erroneous, loveless, sinful 
concept of us which is hypocritical, 
for it claims to be what It Is not, 
namely man Mrs. Eddy says (Mis- 


itual selfhood of everyone who came 
to him, limited by the false concept 
of a personality opposed to Principle. 

We never think of condemning Je 
sus because he was tempted, because 
we see so clearly that these tempta 
tions were unlike his true character 
and he proved this to be true. We 
need never condemn ourselves be¬ 
cause temptation claims to come to 
us, for temptation is the exact oppos 
ite of our true individuality. Self- 
condemnation never overcame a temp¬ 
tation, for self-condemnation expres¬ 
ses the belief that evil has a person 
ality through which to act. Condem¬ 
nation of one’s self or another has 
never healed a case or overcome 
temptation. It has simply lengthened 
the struggle with temptation. But 
condemnation to its nothingness of 
the lie, the personal sense of man, 
releases us from bondage to its sug¬ 
gestions. Man’s true individuality is 
the idea or creation of divine Princi¬ 
ple. or Love, so it can never be gov¬ 
erned or influenced by envy, fear, 
hatred, or revenge, all of which are 
unprincipled qualities. These things 
are as foreign to man as they are 
to God. 

PERSONALITY IS NOT 
INDIVIDUALITY 

If through fear or limitation we 
have placed a cherished or valuable 
possession where it does not belong 
and we have been given for it some¬ 
thing less than its value, the only 
way we can recover this possession is 
by redeeming it through un exchange 
of some sort. This illustrates what 
haH happened to our concept of man’s 
true individuality and what is neces¬ 
sary to recover it. Through fear and 
a sense of limitation mankind has 
placed its concept of man in matter, 
where he never belonged nor could 
be. and the only way to redeem man¬ 
kind from this limitation is by ex¬ 
changing the human concept of man 
for the true idea of his spiritual in¬ 
dividuality. This human concept is a 
corporeal, imperfect, limited, un¬ 
happy, sick, and sinful concept of 
man. which we call personality. 
Sometimes this personality seems 
good as well as evil, and to he capable 
of harmony as well as discord; in 
fact, to be contradictory in its na¬ 
ture; so it could never be the expres¬ 
sion of Principle, and could therefore 
never be man’s individuality. Per¬ 
sonality is the opposite of Principle, 
for it expresses and is governed by 
whims, caprices, material cireum 
stunces—by the supposition that man 
is mortal. It is impossible to under¬ 
stand personality, for it does not think 
or act according to Principle. 

As you probably know, the word 
person comes from the Latin word, 
persona , or mask, and its root mean¬ 
ing is, "to sound through." Actors 
formerly used these musks to hide 
their own individuality, and to pro- 
ject through them the personalities 
they were portraying. Tho character 
of man cannot be expressed through 
a mask or person, through tho five 
material senses or through material 
sensation, for this mask seems to hide 
man’s true individuality from our 
view. Thp only way wo can behold 
our true individuality as God’s image 
is by removing this maHk, called per¬ 
sonality. and exchanging this person¬ 
al. limited concept of man for tho true 
Idea of man. as healthy, harmonious 
Joyous, and free. 

In the allegory related in Genesis, 
the belief or theory that man Is u ma¬ 
terial person capable of knowing and 
expressing more thun God knows, 
namely, of knowing and expressing 
evil, the opposite of good, God, was 
presented through a lying serpent 
God beheld all that He created as 
very good, ho this suggestion that 
mun can behold, see, or feel some 


thing outside of God’s knowing must 
he a lie. Of course. Eve is not the 
only person who has entertained or 
been entertained by this serpentine 
suggestion that man can know, soe 
and feel evil, which includes sin, dis¬ 
ease, and death. However, tho way 
to handle this serpentine talker was 
clearly shown to Adam and Eve, for 
the Lord God snid to tho serpent 
"Upon thy belly shalt thou go, and 
dust shalt thou eat all tho days of 
thy life.” 

If this is Truth’s flat to tho sug 
gostlon that man Is an evil and good 
personality, let us side with Truth 
God, nnd let the serpent go on its 
belly—in other words, lot us not givi 
this lie nbotit man u leg to stand on 
Also let us uphold the dictum of Mind 
that the serpent be fed with dust, with 
nothingness. There is no life, intel¬ 
ligence. or sustenance In dust. When 
we believe that personality with its 
sin, Rickness, and death constitutes 
man, or our true individuality, that it 
hns reality, presence, life, we are not 
feeding tho serpent with the dust of 
nothingness. 

Jesus unmasked this serpentine 
suggestion when he said of it, "When 
he speaketh a lie, he spenketh of his 
own: for he is a liar, and the father 
of it.” When this serpentine lie of 
personality tries to tempt us it does 
not say, "I, the serpent,” or, "I, the 
corporeal senses,” or, "I, error, am 
sick,” but "I, John Smith, or I, Mary 
Hall” (whatever our names may be), 
“am sick, sinful, unhappy, discour¬ 
aged, or afraid." This He claims to 
be our ego or being, our thinking or 
mind, and to have a personality which 
it calls ours, through which to ex¬ 
press itself. Then through this per 
sonality, or mask, the suggestions are 
voiced: "I am without supply, with¬ 
out work; I am useless; or, I want 
to indulge In sin.” This is but the lie 
talking ahont itself; for, as Jesus 
said, "When he speaketh a lie, he 
speaketh of his own;’’ In other words, 
it is showing np its own nature as 
discouraged, afraid, lacking, inactive, 
or unhappy. Jesns taught us the 
proper way to treat this lie, which 
is talking about itself, when he said, 
"Agree with thine adversary quickly, 
whiles thou art In the way with him.” 
Agree that the suggestions which are 
adverse to your happiness, health, 
supply, harmony, and holiness are 
talking about themselves, their own 
false concepts, but that these sug¬ 
gestions are not true of you. the per¬ 
fect likeness of God. Agree that it 
is the true nature of the adversary to 
be discouraged, unhappy, afraid, and 
lacking, nnd that It has every reason 
to be so, for it has no Principle to 
support it, no Life to make it active 
no Love to make it happy, no God or 
good to sustain it. Admit that this 
adverse thinking, this lie, is talking 
about itself, not about you. man, the 
image of God: therefore it is not 
affecting, governing, or influencing 
you In any way. 

Mrs. Eddy relates the following in 
“Miscellaneous Writings" (p. 224): 
"A courtier told Constantine that a 
mob had broken the head of his 
statue with stones. The emperor 
lifted his hands to his head, saying 
’It is very surprising, but I don’t feel 
hurt in the least.’ ”, So. when a lying 
suggestion talks to you about its false, 
material, personal concept of you, 
man, you can feel as assured as did 
Constantine that you are not hurt, 
sick, sinful, or discouraged, because 
this false concept, this personality 
which is a material image of your 
individuality, has never been you, and 
because it is not God-created it does 
not exist. 

Recently a Christian Scientist told 
me of the experience which brought 
her to Christian Science. Her little 
girl was in the hospital about to have 
an operation. k The child's suffering 
seemed so intense and the means for 
overcoming it so inadequate that the 
mother rushed from the hospital in 
despair, not knowing where to turn 
for help. She met a friend on the 
street, to whom she poured out her 
troubles. This friend invited her to 
attend a Christian Science Sunday 
service. The mother consented and 
went with her friend. At that service 
a little boy sat next to her who 
seemed to he suffering from some 
physical difficulty. During the read¬ 
ing of the Lesson-Sermon from the 
Bible and the Christian Science text¬ 
book the boy was completely healed. 
On seeing this wonderful healing the 
mother of the little girl could not but 
marvel, and as she left the church she 
spoke to one of the ushers about it, 
asking him what had produced this 
healing. He told her that the Word 
of God in the Bible was as powerful 
today as in Jesus’ time, and recom¬ 
mended that she study it in conjunc¬ 
tion with "Science and Health with 
Key to the Scriptures.” This she did 
at the same time asking for Christian 
Science treatment for the little girl, 
who was also beautifully healed. She 
told me that her gratitude for the 
services in the Christian Science 
churches wns greater than words 
could express, for they wore indeed 
a service of good, of healing, nnd of 
love to all who would but nccept their 
loving invitation and partake of the 
"cup of cold water" they offer each 
one in the congregation. 

What had happened to this little 
girl and her mother? A false, per¬ 
sonal, sick concept of man had been 
exchanged for a glorious, perfect con 
cept of him as God’s idea. Man’s true 
individuality had been brought to 
light, as healthy and hurmonious. 

Jesus always distinguished between 
his personality and his individuality, 
and it is this which Christian Science 
enables us to do for ourselves and 
others; for man’s Individuality, his 
true character, is the image and like¬ 
ness of God, the effect of the one und 
only cause, the Idea, or expression, of 
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Principle. Jesus said, "He that soeth 
me sooth him that sent me,” and, "If 
ye had known me, ye should have 
known my Fathor also.” He must 
have been referring in these two in¬ 
stances to his Individuality, or true 
selfhood, which is the image and like¬ 
ness of God. There were many who 
had aeon Jesus’ personality, or cor 
poronlity, who had never perceived 
the true nature of God, so ho could 
not hnve meant these; for, although 
thny had seen his personality, they 
had not seen his true being, or in¬ 
dividuality. Whenever you see your 
own or another’s lovable, loving, and 
perfect character, you are seeing the 
Father manifested; in other words, 
you nro seeing divine Principle, Love, 
and Life expressed. 

Mi’8. Eddy states: "Jesus’ person¬ 
ality in the flesh, so far as material 
sense could discern it, was like that 
of other men; but Science exchanges 
this human concept of Jesus for the 
divine ideal, his spiritual individual¬ 
ity thnt reflected the Immanuel, or 
‘God with us’” (Miscellaneous Writ¬ 
ings, p. 103). This, is what Christian 
Science does for each one of us; it 
exchanges the human concept of us 
for the divine ideal, or our true in¬ 
dividuality. Has it ever occurred to 
you that no one has ever seen nnd 
never will see his own face? You 
have seen the reflection of your face 
in a mirror, so you know what it is 
like, and you have probably said or 
thought as you looked at your reflec¬ 
tion, "I see my face.” This is not 
true, however, but because this reflec¬ 
tion is exactly like your face, you 
have seen your face reflected. Ac¬ 
tually you have never seen anyone 
else’s face, for all that you perceive 
in looking at another is a reflection of 
his face on the retina of your own 
eye. If, then, we are satisfied that 
we have seen ourselves as human ho- 
ings when we see an exact likeness 
reflection in the mirror, and 
that we have seen others when we 
see an image or exact likeness pic¬ 
tured on the retina, why cannot we 
easily accept the fact that when we 
soe the exact likeness of God known 
as man. or our true individuality, we 
have seen God reflected: as Jesus so 
clearly explained when he said, "He 
that hath seen me hath seen the 
Father.” 

PRINCIPLE IS LOVE 

No one can ever be deprived of the 
divine Principle of man’s being, for 
it is universal, impartial, everywhere 
present. Does not this impartiality, 
universality, invariability, over-pres¬ 
ence, nnd harmony reveal divine Prin¬ 
ciple to be Love? 

This view of Love as Principle may 
be entirely new to many, but this 
new view need not seem strange, cold, 
or distant, for when you analyze it 
you will find that this name best ex¬ 
presses your Ideal of Love. First and 
foremost, we always love what we un¬ 
derstand, nnd we understand what we 
love. If there is someone we do not 
seem to love, this lack of love would 
vanish before on understanding of 
his true motives and aims, his char¬ 
acter, or individuality. If we do not 
understand him. It is because we do 
not love enough. Love and under¬ 
standing are Indissolubly linked. 
Principle is understandable, and it 
imparts understanding. That which 
is unprincipled can never be under¬ 
stood. One can only theorize, wonder, 
or guess nbout that which is not 
scientific, not based on Principle. 

Ideal love could not be variable, 
fickle, or inconstant, but it consists 
of deeds which give proof of its being 
love. Principle alone can be the 
foundation, source, or cause of such 
ideal love, for Principle is invariable, 
changeless, provable. Jesus said, "If 
ye love me, keep my commandments,” 
in other words, give proof of or dem¬ 
onstrate the laws which I have lived 
and proved, and you will be manifest¬ 
ing Love. Jesus did not say that we 
were to love or worship his person¬ 
ality, but that we were to love and 
live according to the Principle of his 
being which had given him the law 
or the commandments. Thus, we 


place as the Discoverer and Founder 
of Christian Science, ns well as Its 
Lender, will remain Inviolate. 

Tho dlscovory of Chrisflan Science 
wns not dependent upon Mrs. Eddy’s 
personality. It wns tho divine Prin¬ 
ciple of mun and tho universe, rend¬ 
ing the veil of personality or the cor¬ 
poreal concept of man nnd reveal¬ 
ing itself ns a Science, through mnn’s 
individuality which is never wrong, 
and which is tho likeness of divine 
Principle. Mrs. Eddy, through her love 
for God and man, had so far over¬ 
come the beliefs which constituted a 
mortnl personality that she became 
conscious of her true Individuality 
as an idea of God, and of the Science 
which revealed the truth about God 
nnd man. Like Jesus, she shared 
with us thnt which she heard of the 
Father, and she did this in the way 
that God inspired and led her, 
through her written works, through 
the establishment of the Christian 
Science church. Should anyone enre 
to know the salient events of her 
life which led her to this discovery 
and to the founding of this great 
movement, they will find her autobiog¬ 
raphy, "Retrospection and Introspec¬ 
tion,” most inspiring and instructive. 
The fact thnt this autobiography con¬ 
tains but ninety-five pages, much of 
which is taken up with statement of 
Christian Science, indicates how little 
she made of her personal life nnd 
how carefully she held Truth before 
her readers. Christian Scientists are 
grateful that she has shared with 
them, and all mankind, that which 
she heard of the Father, and that she 
hns thus expressed true friendship for 
all. Only Love begets love. Mrs. 
Eddy not only discovered, but she 
proved, thnt Love is the divine Prin¬ 
ciple of man. and that man’s individ¬ 
uality reflects the wisdom, love, 
health, nnd Science of this Principle. 
She cherished no hatred towards 
those who misunderstood nnd mal¬ 
igned her and her great work, but 
she wrote, "Each day I pray: ‘God 
bless my enemies; make them Thy 
friends; give them to know the joy 
and the peace of love’ ” (Miscellany, 
p. 220). 

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 

Christian Science comes to you to¬ 
day as a friend, for all it has to give 
is that which cometh from the Fa¬ 
ther, from divine Principle. It makes 
clear to us Love’s nature and pres¬ 
ence nnd reveals man's true charac- * 
ter. It is because Christian Science 
makes plain to us God’s nature as 
demonstrable Principle, because it In¬ 
terprets God, man, and the universe 
to us, that it is our friend and com¬ 
forter, for Jesus said that the Com¬ 
forter, or spirit of Truth, "shall not 
speak of himself; but whatsoever he 
shall hear, that shall he speak.” This 
Comforter makes plain to us the 
words nnd works of Jesus and gives 
us an understanding of the divine 
Principle of those works, thus inspir¬ 
ing us to do the same works. What 
it did for the disciples after Jesus 
left them it is doing for us today, 
namely, it gives us nn understanding 
of and love for Truth. 

Let us examine some of the ways 
Christian Science is befriending and 
comforting us today. Consider the 
present world situation with regard 
to unemployment, depression, and 
overproduction. Christian Science 
will give you an understanding of 
that which it has heard from the Fa¬ 
ther: In other words, of that which 
comes from intelligent Mind, and it 
will show you that this is demonstra¬ 
ble, or provable, In your experience 
If I may express it so, Christian 
Science will present and interpret 
God’s viewpoint—the viewpoint of 
Principle, which is Truth. Really this 
is the only viewpoint to be consid¬ 
ered, for man and the universe ex¬ 
press the thought of that Mind which 
created them. So for a moment let 
us look out on the universe and man 
from the standpoint of God, Prin¬ 
ciple. 

God Is forever employing man to 
express good, love, the abundance of 
Mind’s ideas, so you, man. are never 
without employment. God makes use

ciple and his true individuality. Love 
for another’s personality never en¬ 
ables us to emulate the works of that 
individual. For instance, you may 
love the personality of a musician, 
but that would never make you a 
musician: whereas love for. and prac¬ 
tice of, the principle of music and its 
harmonies would not only enlighten 
you as to the rules of harmony, and 
show you how to obey them, but 
would give you nn understanding of 
that which motivated the musician 
in his works and his acts as a musi¬ 
cian. When two or more individuals 
understand and practice the same 
Principle they understand or love 
each other, and in this is true unity. 

TRUE FRIENDS 
JESUS 

Jesus snid to his disciples, "I have 
called you friends; for all things that 
I have heard of my Father I have 
made known unto you." It was not 
because of what they had done for 
him that Jesus called them friends, 
but because he had shared with them 
thnt which he had heard of his 
Father. This made him the greatest, 
most understanding, and most com¬ 
forting friend mankind lias over had.

Ity. Money which Is buried In the 
ground or hoarded is not supply, nor 
Is it even a reserve of supply, but 
merely an expression of fear, of lack, 
miserliness, or Ignorance,—a dead be¬ 
lief of matter doing nothing. 

Utilize your talents. But you may 
answer that you are not given the 
opportunity to utilize them. God who 
has given us our talents gives the 
opportunity or occasion to utilize 
them. But perhaps we are seeking 
in the wrong direction for this op¬ 
portunity. We may believe that 
somebody ought to give us opportun¬ 
ity, or that our experience In a cer¬ 
tain line of work should assure us of 
opportunity, or that some corporation 
ought to engage us. When we admit 
these suggestions we are turning 
away from the source of opportunity, 
which Is God, who affords man “fresh 
opportunities every hour,’’ as Mrs. 
Eddy says (Christian Healing, p. 19). 

A person who is looking for em¬ 
ployment and who is taking along the 
belief with him that he 1 b without 
occupation, will see that belief mani¬ 
fested wherever he goes. But If he 
goes forth occupying his thought with 
the truth that he is employed of God 
and that whatever he is doing, even 
though to the human senses It may 
he looking for work, Is his opportun¬ 
ity to manifest this truth, such a one 
will find that the mesmerism of lack, 
or unemployment, and depression 
have disappeared from his experience. 

It Is God’s law- that we use our 
talents. This does not mean that be¬ 
cause our talent is for architecture 
we must have work as an architect, 
but it does mean that the construc¬ 
tive thinking which made us archi¬ 
tects has to be employed, for this 
thinking is the real talent. If we are 
musicians, the harmonious thinking 
which has made us musical will have 
to be persistently used. If we are 
chemists, our talent for analysis, for 
understanding the constituency or 
true nature of things, will have to be 
utilized. And If we believe we have 
no talent, this Is because we have not 
recognized that we possess the great¬ 
est talent of all, namely, the ability 
to think Intelligently, lovingly, cour¬ 
ageously. according to the demands of 
Principle. Occupy your thought with 
your true God-given tnlents, until the 
mists of fear, douht. and depression 
have disappeared and the truth of 
your being has come. In other words 
is made apparent, and you see that 
you are occupied. In your right place, 
manifesting the abundnnee of God. 

This Is but one of the countless 
ways in which Christian Science is 
our friend. This Science makes God. 
as divine Principle, ever available to 
us. It lifts love out of personal sense 
with Its whims and caprices, likes and 
dislikes, and places it on high as a 
divine, demonstrable, impartial, uni¬ 
versal Principle, which Is forever 
with us.

General Federation 

PRESIDENT'S GREETINGS. Club¬ 
women welcome a message from 
their leader Grace Morrison Poole, 
that is only a forerunner of the many 
interesting, vital reports that will 
come during the fall weeks, follow¬ 
ing the return of the members of the 
World Tour. Women in the United 
States realize that in this spirited, 
informed woman they have a world 
figure, and they are proud of the 
place she has attained in world af¬ 
fairs. Only those who move in a lim¬ 
ited circle or are bound by their own 
limited affairs that loom large in 
their own esteem but are. indeed, 
small in the scope of world events, 
fall to realize that the president of 
the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs Is known, admired, and re¬ 
spected worldwide. And this is not 
alone because she Is the president 
of this national organization of the 
United States. This place she had 
held for many years because of her 
personal attainments and knowledge, 
the latter gained by yearly travels 
into many countries, and which she 
has applied to her keen Intellect so 
that she lias been recognized in ev¬ 
ery high circle. Admitted to the con¬ 
ferences of the World Court and of 
the League of Nations, she has had 
an honor given to few people, men 
or women, and this privilege Was 
hers many years before she became 
president of the General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs. 

The World Tour of prominent club¬ 
women. led by Mrs. Poole, comes to 
an end this month, and with it has 
arrived the first greeting from the 
General Federation president, writ¬ 
ten from London: a rriendly. inti¬ 
mate letter that will interest club¬ 
women: and that she says will be 
read about the time the party sails 
for home. Detailed records of events 
and Mrs. Poole’s own impressions of 
history-making in Europe, In more 
secretarial style, are promised in the 
near future. She writes: 

"Dear Clubwomen of the General 
Federation: 

“It’s a great temptation for me to 
write a travel letter telling you of 
our calm crossing, the friendly wel¬ 
come from the officers of the Am¬ 
erican Women’s Club of London, the 
never-to-be-forgotten Garden Party 
given us by Lord and Lady Lee at 
their beautiful estate, White Lodge, 
a royal residence, through the cour-

tesy of the Women’s Club, and the 
delightful Tea at the Embassy when 
we wore the guests of Ambassador 
and Mrs. Bingham, hut my space Is 
so limited that I am going to talk 
at length about our Dinner and the 
distinguished speakers who addressed 
us. 

“We had as our specinl guests the’ 
officers and chairmen of the Ameri¬ 
can Women’s Club. Our speakers 
were the Hon. Ray Atherton, Coun¬ 
selor for the Embassy, representing 
the Ambassador; the Hon. Vyvyun 
Adams, member of the House of 
Commons from Leeds: and our own 
Hon. Ruth Rryan Owen. Minister to 
Denmark, who happened to be in 
London. Those three outstanding 
speakers made us realize our heavy 
responsibilities today In history-mak¬ 
ing. Mr. Atherton spoke on the Eco¬ 
nomic Conference. Now that it has 
adjourned do you wonder as I do 
just why we ever expected the mil¬ 
lennium at this particular time. But 
the feoling is quite prevalent over 
here that the Conference cleared 
away some preliminary hurdles that 
will make a second sitting a little 
later on a smoother and happier one. 
We were all proud to hear tho words 
of praise from Mr. Atherton for our 
Secretary fo Stnto, Mr. Hull. More 
than once he saved the Conference 
from dissolution. 

Mr. Adams was a bit of a pessi¬ 
mist, and still it is well for us to 
realize that extreme nationalism may 
prove the tinder box to start a world 
conflagration. He made a strong 
plea for a sympathetic understanding 
of the achievements of the League 
of Nations and the active cooperation 
of the United States. 

Then came the spirited challenge 
from Mrs. Owen to our delegation. 
She showed us the strategic positiou 
women hold in bringing the world 
into lasting peace. I wonder if you 
realize just how fortunate we are in 
having Mrs. Owen as our first worn- 
minister. She is the daughter of 
a man who was years ahead of his 
time, who knew that civilization sim¬ 
ply could not survive if man’s inven¬ 
tive genius was allowed to run riot 
the so-called art of war. People 
called him a visionary and dreamer, 
and so he was, hut how uncannily 
prophetic he has proved to be. 

"Three things have particularly 
Impressed me here. 1 have found 
very, very little of the Buy British 
propaganda and the feeling of th 
people towards us has been uniform¬ 
ly friendly. Then the amazing inter¬ 
est shown in our President and his 
policies is met everywhere. There 
is no question that If we succeed in 
this partnership between the gov 
eminent and private industry we are 
going to be rather generally copied 
by those nations who are today liv¬ 
ing in fear of the two extremes of 
ultra-conservatism and ultra-radical¬ 
ism. 

“At our Dinner the other evening 
we. of course, toasted the King and 
our President. It is a custom we 
might well follow in the United 
States; not drinking a toast to the 
King, of course, but to our own 
Chief Executive. We make the grave 
mistake these days of failing to keep 
the balance between personality and 
position. The President of these 
United States is the chief executive 
of our nation. That fact cannot be 
too strongly instilled into the minds 
of our young people and our elders 
as well. Lack of respect towards 
those in authority can be a most 
dangerous cancer eating into our na¬ 
tional good health. We can well af¬ 
ford to take a leaf from Britain’s 
government notebook along this par¬ 
ticular line with great profit to our¬ 
selves.

ENDORSES NR A. No one who 
knows Mrs. Poole’s background will 
be surprised that she has been ap¬ 
pointed by General Hugh Johnson, 
who heads President Roosevelt’s 
National Industrial Recovery Admin¬ 
istration, a member of the Consum¬ 
ers' Advisory Board of this Adminis¬ 
tration. The duties of the Board are 
to safeguard tho interests of the con¬ 
sumer, especially in regard to prices 
and quality of commodities in the 
reorganization of industry which is 
taking place under the National Re¬ 
covery Act. 

Naturally, therefore, the General 
Federation endorsed this campaign 
or President Roosevelt’s, and natural¬ 
ly. too, National Headquarters of the 
General Federation, at 1734 N street. 
Northwest, Washington, D. C.. was 
among the first in the nation’s capi¬ 
tal to display the now renowned Blue 
Eagle. 

As naturally, as soon as club¬ 
women throughout the country 
learned tills, women’s clubs every¬ 


where followed suit In cooperating in 
the work. Women immediately ac¬ 
cepted chairmanships of local com¬ 
mittees for tho NRA program, and 
literally thousands of letters flooded 
Headquarters declaring that club¬ 
women wanted to “fall in line” and 
to help in the campaign so en¬ 
dorsed. More business firms wrote 
commendatory letters on tho General 
Federation’s appeal to club mem¬ 
bers urging them to support firms 
that are endeavoring to promote and 
follow the Industrial Recovery Act. 

In a nutshell, it is said that the 
President’s Re-employment Drive is a 
"truce on selfishness.” 

Hugh S. Johnson, chnimian, writes 
to the General Federation, for publi¬ 
cation to club members: "This Is a 
real war in which we are engaged. 
Our objective In this war is the re¬ 
employment of 6,000,000 persons be¬ 
fore winter, in addition to wide¬ 
spread increases in wages. With this 
objective reached, we shall have 
broken the back of this depression. 
Of tills I am sure. Re-employment and 
higher wages will, as one can quite 
readily see, place large additional 
burdens on the employers of labor. 
Therefore, the great mass of Amer¬ 
icans must rally to the support of 
these loyal employers who have 
signed the President’s Agreement and 
supply the compensating patronage 
and support. 

“It is impossible to overemphasize 
to the women of the nation the great 
seriousness of our situation and the 
tremendous responsibility that rests 
upon them at this time. We in 
Washington, who are working in 
this Drive against unemployment, are 
counting on them to back us up 
loyally and vigorously. The watch¬ 
word is 'Look for the Blue Eagle.’ 
Buy Blue Eagle merchandise at Blue 
Eagle establishments. And buy just 
ns liberally as your purse will per¬ 
mit." 

And then Hugh Johnson ends: "If 
the women of America will follow 
these simple suggestions we will be 
well out of this depression within 
the next few weeks." 

The above is the generalization of 
appeal and fact In the broadest 
sense. Clubwomen will be interested, 
however, equally, too, with the more 
concrete suggestions in the narrow¬ 
er phase of the subject, as set forth 
by Mrs. Poole, after her interview 
with Dr. Frederick C. Howe. Consum¬ 
ers’ Counsel, In which she asked how 
the consumer and the housewives of 
the country could cooperate in pro¬ 
tecting their pocketbooks. Dr. Howe 
said: 

"In the case of cotton and wheat, 
involving processing taxes, watch 
carefully the price of things you buy. 
Hang a little pad of paper in the 
kitchen and write down, on your re¬ 
turn from the market, the price you 
paid each day for some of the sta¬ 
ples. Check these each week. 

"Second, if you find any of these 
articles rising In prices rapidly or 
at too great leaps, ask your grocer 
or supplier if he can explain these 
advances. 

"Third, watch your paper for re¬ 
leases from your Consumers’ Coun¬ 
sel giving general facts about in¬ 
creases in costs for these articles 
and compare tho figures reported in 
these news stories with the in¬ 
creased prices you arc paying.” 

All of which, boiled down, Impress¬ 
es upon clubwomen that while they 
should buy "until it hurts,” they are 
also to report any attempt to swin¬ 
dle them or to gouge, contrary to the 
President’s endeavor to help matters, 
and they are to use common sense 
to protect their pocketbooks, even 
though they are asked to spend from 
them.

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Alterations At 

Pumping Station 
Are Completed 

Newton Now Has One of Most 
Modern Plants 
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The extensive alterations at the 
pumping station of the Newton Wa¬ 
ter Department at Newton Upper 
Falls have been completed, and this 
city now possesses one of the most 
modern plants In the State. Pre¬ 
liminary tests indicate that a high 
degree of efficiency will he obtained 
from it. The building itself was im¬ 
proved by lowering the engine room 
roof, installing modern steel sash 
tiling the engine room with buff 
tiles to a height of 8 feet (the re¬ 
mainder of the walls covered with 
acoustic plaster), and covering the 
floor with red clay tiles. 

The former equipment consisted of 
a 28-year-old Barr pumping unit with 
a daily capacity of 5,000,000 gallons; 
and a 50-year-old Worthington pump 
of similar capacity. These old units 
have been replaced by three DeLaval 
turbine pumping units of 4, 6 and 8 
millon gallons daily capacity. These 
units, in addition to pumping water 
operate generators, each of which de¬ 
velops 200 kilowatts of electricity, 
and a voltage of 4000. This electrici¬ 
ty provides light and power within 
the station and current for the lights 
and pumps on the water reservation 
at Needham, supplanting power for¬ 
merly purchased from the Edison 
Company. The steam pressure re¬ 
volves each turbine at 6000 revolu¬ 
tions per minute. Through a reduc¬ 
ing gear this speed is lowered to 
1200 revolutions a minute. Ordinarily 
only one turbine unit is in opera/- 
tion. The average daily consumption 
of water in Newton is 5,000,000 gal¬ 
lons, so that either of the two larger 
units is capable of pumping a sup¬ 
ply sufficient for the city’s needs. 

Steam for the turbines is produced 
in water tube boilers of 250 horse¬ 
power each. Only one of the two 
new boilers is operated at a time. 
These boilers replaced old horizontal 
tubular boilers. Each of the new 
boilers can produce about 10,000 
pounds of steam per hour at 250 
pounds pressure. The fuel used is 
pulverized coal. This coal is raised 
by an elevator to a belt which 
dumps it into hoppers. Ground as 
fine as talcum powder, it is blown 
under high pressure into the boil¬ 
ers, where almost complete combus¬ 
tion results, and the gaseous flame 
creates a heat of about 1800 degrees 
Fahrenheit. The coal consumption 
is quite economical, being between 
6 and 7 tons daily. It is anticipated 
that as a result of the changes at 
the plant a direct saving of 30% will 
be made in the cost of pumping. 

The water pumped at the modern¬ 
ized plant comes from the long 
wooden conduit across the river in 
the reservation at Needham. It seeps 
into the conduit from the sand and 
gravel terrain adjoining, and from 
two large wells located on the res¬ 
ervation some distance east of Ken- 
rick Bridge. When the supply runs 
low it is supplemented by pumping 
water from the river into filtration 
basins which have been excavated on 
the reservation. The water flows from 
the conduit to the pumping station 
through a large main which runs 
under the river from the Needham 
side. This main empties into a sump 
at the southwest corner of the pump¬ 
ing station and any small particles 
of matter in the flow are caught in 
a line mesh screen which is cleaned 
at frequent intervals. 

As the water passes through this 
sump to be pumped into the dis¬ 
charge mains, small amounts of 
chlorine and soda ash are introduced 
into it. The amount of the former 
mixed with the water is extremely 
small, but sufficient to safeguard 
the supply. The soda ash, which has 
been introduced into the water tor 
the past year counteracts the effect 
of a slight quantity of manganese 
which formerly caused some bother 
in the local water supply. 

Ten men are required to operate 
the pumping station on a three-shift 
schedule, including the superintend¬ 
ent and his assistant.

Rev. Richard G. Preston, for the 
past three and a half years rector of 
Grace Episcopal Church at Newton, 
announced to his congregation on 
Sunday that he had decided to accept 
the call from All Saints PJpiscopal 
Church at Worcester.

Rev.' Richard G. Preston was bon 
in Arlington in 1895. He graduate! 
from Lexington High School; from 
Phillips Andover in 1914; and entered 
Princeton with the class of 1918. Ha 
enrolled with the British Y. M. C. A. 
for service in France and when this 
country entered the war he was com 
missioned a lieutenant in the sani 
tary corps of the 41st Division. Afte 
the war he re-entered Princeton an l 
graduated in 1920. In 1921 Mr. Pres 
ton entered the Episcopal Theologi 
cal School at Cambridge and gradu 
ated in 1924. He then became assist 
ant rector at St. Stephens Church 
Lynn, and in February 1926, he be 
came rector of Christ Church, Need 
ham. He commenced his duties as 
rector of Grace Church, Newton or 
March 1. 1930. He will leave the 
latter part of November. 

His pastorate at Grace Church ha 
been very successful and his work 
•with the younger people has beer 
particularly outstanding. The par 
ishloners of the church greatly regre 
his going. His activity in this dioces 
is evidenced by the fact that he ia 
secretary of the Standing Coinmitte 
of the Diocese. President of the Mass 
achusetts Clerical Association and a 
member of the Diocesan Council in 
the departments of religious educa 
tion and boys’ work. Among his qual 
mentions for the latter activity is 
his interest in athletics. He was on 
the soccer and hockey squads at 
Princeton and captained both class 
teams.

Borrowing of 

Funds For Public 
Projects Discussec 

City May Get NRA Funds 
On Own Credit 

Because the City of Newton may 
borrow money on the open market 
at less than 3% interest, the Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night amend¬ 
ed the orders passed at a previous 
meeting which authorized this city 
to borrow from the NRA funds money 
to build a new grade school and 
build additions to the Day and Bige¬ 
low junior high schools. The orders 
as amended permit the city to bor¬ 
row “in the open market, or from 
the NRA.” 

The orders were further amended 
by including the words "together 
with the original equipment and fur¬ 
nishings of such grade school” 
that referring to the new school on 
Nevada at., Newtonville; by increas¬ 
ing the amount asked for the add! 
tion to the Day school from $4 
to $60,700; and by increasing the 
amount from the Bigelow school ad 
dition from $136,800 to $148,800. 

It was also revealed that a serious 
oversight had been made in the mat¬ 
ter of arranging to borrow money 
for the erection of the proposed in¬ 
cinerator. Such matters require a two- 
thirds vote of the municipal body 
taking action. The vote taken by the 
Newton Board of Aldermen was 13 
in favor and 3 opposed. As there are 
21 members in the Board, fourteen 
favorable votes are necessary. So, 
the order relative to the incinerator 
had to be again introduced and re¬ 
ferred to the committees concerned. 

Yesterday the State Emergency Fi¬ 
nance Board approved the three ap¬ 
plications from Newton for the 
school construction loans.

Her most recent inter¬ 
est is the Welfare Center at Satara, 
which includes headquarters for Bi 
ble women’s work, a dispensary and 
baby clinic, a hall for religious and 
social gatherings, and a reading room.

Assailants of 
Newton Lawyer 
Are On Trial 

One Got $40 to Nearly Murder 
Finelli 

In the Middlesex Superior Court a 
East Cambridge yesterday the trial 
began of the alleged assailants of 
John Finelli. well known Nonantum 
lawyer. The defendants are David 
Cornell of Providence, Rhode Island: 
and Pasquale Cetrone, 50 Winchester 
rd.. Newton. Finelli testified that 
r^bout a year ago lie was appointed a 
trustee in bankruptcy for Cetrone’s 
estate. The latter is a contractor in 
Newton. Trouble developed between 
the two and on June 9, according to 
Finelli. Cetrone made the threat that 
he would get him. On June 12 Finelli 
received a phone call to go to a va¬ 
unt house at 135 Watertown street, 
Watertown, to show it to a prospec¬ 
tive purchaser. The house was in¬ 
volved in Cetrone’s estate. Finelli 
testified that when he entered the 
house he met two men, one of whom 
was Cornell. They attacked him in 
the cellar, murderously beat him, us¬ 
ing a hoe handle in the process, and 
ritically injured him. Finelli told 
the court that ho begged the men 
not to kill him and asked them to 
ake his money. He said that Cornell 
eplied, “We don’t want your money. 

trone has paid plenty to kill you.”

Human Resources 
Are Greatest 
Assets of N. E 

Prof. Mather Tells Rotary Club 
In Address 

"The greatest resources possessed 
by New England are human resources, 
and the greatest asset is the char¬ 
acter of its citizens,” said Dr. Kirt- 
ley F. Mather, noted Harvard geolo¬ 
gist, In a timely and scholarly address 
before the Newton Rotary Club on 
‘‘The New Geography, New England, 
and the New Deal” last Monday at 
the Brae Burn Club. 

Dr. Mather essayed that we as in¬ 
dividuals are continually and gradual¬ 
ly undergoing changes of which we 
purselves are not presently conscious, 
and that a state of self satisfaction 
often results wherein we proclaim our¬ 
selves and our civilization the com¬ 
plete masters of nature. Man has 
never conquered nature but has 
learned most deftly how to humor 
nature, necessitating a study of con¬ 
ditions of the past and present in 
order to clearly understand our rela¬ 
tionship to other peoples and to de¬ 
velop an appreciation of man’s de¬ 
pendence on nature. Nature is ever 
present as that potent silent source 
of strength which gives to us, the 
sons of the earth, new strength as 
we learn better our relationship to 
this vast storehouse of natural power. 

In speaking more specifically of New 
England. Dr. Mather said that the 
development of New England was not 
through the media of natural re¬ 
sources. as petroleum, coal, iron, cop¬ 
per, gold, silver, gas, and oil. inher¬ 
ent in other sections of the country, 
but through a development of strong 
individualism. Here in New England 
has developed a strong sectional con¬ 
sciousness. New England geographi¬ 
cally is isolated and in earlier days 
was shut off by the commercial stream 
of the Hudson Valley on the west, 
through which the tide of trade flowed 
to New York and Philadelphia in spite 
of the energy of Bostonians. Such 
isolation promoted the individualism 
that gave New England such potent 
human resourced and a people with 
character. 

This eminent Harvard professor, in 
speaking of the New Deal, said that 
we have passed from the machine age 
to the great power age, where a new 
source of energy is now available 
which differs in kind rather than de¬ 
gree from the human energy of the 
machine age—an age of mind rather 
than brawn, of ingenuity rather than 
skill. In closing the speaker claimed 
that the New Deal must be entirely 
new to succeed. Old customs and old 
techniques no longer will suffice.

Organization of the campaign of the 
Newton Community Chest to secure 
funds for the work of member welfare 
agencies during 1934 began last week 
with the appointment of Arthur G. 
Hosmer of West Newton as General 
Chairman of the army ftf workers who 
will solicit subscriptions during the 
period Nov. 1-10. 

In two villages, also. Village Chair¬ 
men hav e already accepted appoint' 
ments. The drive in West Newton 
will be under the leadership of May¬ 
nard Hutchinson, while in Newton 
Centre A. Leslie Harwood. Jr., will 
be in charge. This year a larger 
measure of responsibility will fall on 
the village leaders, due to the fact 
that the campaign will be carried on 
without the assistance of any profes¬ 
sional fund-raising concern. In West 
Newton Mr. Hutchinson has already 
secured the assistance of Robert A. 
Whidden, John A. Paine, and William 
F. Chase, and in Newton Centre 
Charles H. Cobb. William H. Rice, and 
Mrs. Ellis Spear. Jr., will help Mr. 
Harwood organize his group of solic¬ 
itors. 

Several weeks of preliminary work 
at Chest Headquarters. 93 Union st., 
Newton Centre, have simplified the 
task of the solicitors in covering their 
territory.

Candidacy 

That citizens of Newton, like citi¬ 
zens of Boston, will have a variety 
of choices for Mayor at the election 
next December was indicated last Sat¬ 
urday when Paul Harris Drake of 56 
Pembroke st.. Newton announced his 
intention of becoming a candidate. 
Those who had previously announced 
their candidarien were: Mayor Sin¬ 
clair Weeks. Thomas W. White, Frank 
H. Sullivan of Neshobe rd., Waban; 
and Walter A. Hodgdon of 24 Eliot 
ter., Newton Upper Falls. 

Mr. Drake is a former Universalist 
minister and has radical political 
views. He has been engaged in the 
real estate business in this city for 
the past six years. Last year he was 
a candidate for alderman: In an¬ 
nouncing his candidacy he says: 

“In running for Mayor of Newton I 
offer myself as the candidate of the 
‘Forgotten Men and Women’ of New¬ 
ton who look in vain for sympathy 
and fair treatment at the hands of 
the present Republican administrar 
tion.” 

"Alone and singlehanded of all the 
citizens of Newton last January I 
stood up and assailed Mayor Weeks’ 
piffling economy’ program which he 
forced upon the helpless and unfor¬ 
tunate men and women of our city. In 
the Newton newspapers I hit out 
straight from the shoulder at the 
cruel, inhuman and unscientific con¬ 
duct of municipal and welfare meas¬ 
ures and pleaded for a sane, sensible 
and humane policy in handling taxa¬ 
tion and relief affairs." 

"Instead of the present raw deal 
from the hands of the existing ad¬ 
ministration, I promise the unem¬ 
ployed not only a ‘new deal’ but a 
square deal such as no other City in 
New England has offered its jobless 
citizen in the present crisis. If elected 
I promise to restore all wage and 
salaried city employees to their for¬ 
mer status, and to increase wherever 
possible the wages of deserving citi¬ 
zens on the public pay rolls.” 

"If elected I will urge the extension 
of street and municipal projects to 
provide necessary employment in 
large measure. Newton streets are 
terrible and we need miles of new 
sewers, sidewalks and street-paving 
all to be paid for by bond issues 
backed by the city’s credit.” 

I am distinctly not interested in 
reducing Newton's tax-rate or in pleas¬ 
ing the so-called ‘tax-payers.’ After 
all. the only people who pay the taxes 
finally are those who own no prop¬ 
erty. but on whom fall all the bur¬ 
dens of this present unjust and con- 
icienceless civilization. Out of an 
adult population of 47.000 in Newton 
over 20 years old! statistics show 
that there are only 18,000 direct tax¬ 
payers. all told! This means that 
there are 29,000 adult individuals in 
Newton who never see a direct tax- 
bill from the City Collector. It is 
from these people that I expect 
enough votes to be elected.”

At the meeting of the Roard of 
Aldermen on Monday night a permit 
was granted to Walter E. Jewell to 
build and operate a garage repair 
shop at 1009 Bovlston st., Newton

a ]j ar petition for it was opposed by sev¬ 

eral owners of nearby properties on 
the ground that it abuts a residen¬ 
tial neighborhood, that there is no 
business between Woodward st. and 
Chestnut st.. Upper Falls, west of the 
Jenney Gasoline Station, and that 
this repair shop will lower nearby 
property values.

At the meeting on Monday night 
it was announced that six of the 
seven members of the Licenses Com¬ 
mittee have favored the granting of 
the permit. Alderman McKay of New¬ 
ton Highlands was the only mem¬ 
ber of the committee to oppose the 
permit. He said that action on this 
matter should be delayed a few 
months until it becomes more evi¬ 
dent what the future character of 
the turnpike will be. Mr. McKay 
said that some of the persons who 
had opposed the granting of the per¬ 
mit. state that the noise ‘of the 
heavy traffic on the turnpike has 
made Bovlston st. less desirable for 
residential purposes, and that even¬ 
tually a petition may come in to 
have the entire length of this street 
in Newton placed in a business zone. 
He believes that until more time 
elapses to ascertain what conditions 
along the turnpike may be. the 
granting of such a permit should be 
deferred. 


Finelli testified that after he had 
been beaten into an unconscious state 
his attackers left him in the cellar, 
le recovered consciousness and man¬ 
aged to crawl from the cellar and 
shout for help.

inelli. Riley also testified that when 
he told Cetrone of Cornell’s admis¬ 
sions. Cetrone denied having hired 
Cornell, and accused the latter of be¬ 
ing crazy and a bum. The trial will 
ontinue today.

ARLINGTON EDGES 
NEWTON 6 TO 0 IN 

OPENING GAME 

Does history repeat itself? If so. 
will the 1933 season of the Newton 
High football team be similar to 
that of 1932? Last year Newton 
high dropped its opening game to ft 
strong Arlington eleven by a score 
of 13 to 0. but was undefeated 
throughout the rest of the season. 
Last Saturday the Newton team 
journeyed to Arlington and were set 
back by a 6-0 count with the Ar¬ 
lington touchdown coming within the 
first five minutes of play. That the 
suddenness of the Arlington score 
did not discourage the orange and 
black lads nor upset their morale 
was proved as the game went along. 
Coach Sanborn’s players struggled 
valiantly but vainly to tie up the 
score and perhaps win out by the 
point after touchdown. 

Both teams showed considerable 
promise for an opening game with 
the outstanding features being the 
Arlington backfleld on the offense 
and the Newton line on the defense. 
Newton also showed some forward 
passing that may he its chief at¬ 
tacking weapon of the season. Had 
Arlington not scored early in the 
game it is doubtful whether it would 
have triumphed. An 80-yard ad¬ 
vance with end sweeps, the feature, 
brought the touchdown. Thereafter 
Arlington passed the midfield stripe 
but three times hut never got be¬ 
yond the Newton 45-yard line. The 
Newton secondary came up fast to 
bottle up the hall-carriers on later 
attempts to sweep the ends. In the 
entire game Arlington made but two 
firHt downs to four for Newton. Two 
of the Newton first downs were on 
i forward passes. Several opportuni- 
I ties for Newton to score were lost 
by fumbles. The best chance came 
in the first half when a poor Ar¬ 
lington punt was downed on Arling¬ 
ton’s 30-yard line. A Newton back- 
field fumble tossed the chance away. 
Early In the fourth period Newton 
hud a first down on Arlington’s 24 
yard line but another fumble halted 
them. Other chances were ruined 
when two passes were intercepted 
; by Arlington. 

I Shortly after the game opened 
1 an Arlington fumble gave Newton 
the ball on the Arlington 40-yard 
stripe. Failing to gain. Bob Whitney 
punted to the Arlington 17-yard line 
where the winning march began. 

1 Ken Weiduw swept around left end 
for 45 yards behind beautiful inter¬ 
ference led by Captain Arthur Lane. 
Just as Weidaw was breaking clear he 
! was hauled down Trom behind by 
Balkus. Newton's right tackle, on 
the Newton 38-yard line. On anoth- 
| er sweep. Walter MacLean. the fast¬ 
est runner on either team, made 
eight yards. Again MacLean took the 
ball around the end. raced for the 
corner, and outran the Newton sec¬ 
ondary. with Capt. Lane erasing 
(’apt. Churlie Thompson of New¬ 
ton, the only Newton player who 
had a chance to nail the runner. 

Despite the loss of the game, as 
well its the inexperience of its team 
us a unit, Newton showed up ex 
ceptionally well. Newton was with¬ 
out its full strength us Walter Rich, 
guard, und Teddy Johnson, < 
both lettermen, were out of act 
Bert Fineberg at right end sho 
considerable promise on th 
ing end of McCarthy’s passes as did 
Boh Whitney. Out of nine pusses ut 
tempted five were completed for a 
total gain oi 33 yards. Three were 
intercepted, two of them timely und 
cutting off Newton threats, while but 
one fell inconipleted. The centre of 
the Newton line where Capt. Thomp¬ 
son ut centre, and Joyce, at right 
guard, played the entire game with 
Sam Miller and Wlsbach dividing 
the burden at left guurd, wus im¬ 
pregnable. 

On tile offence Newton’s attack 
was neither vuried nor fust. New¬ 
ton employed both single und double 
wingtmck formations with the most 
successful play a cutback by Louis 
Miller in which he got clear for 20 
yurds only to he downed from be¬ 
hind by Weidaw.

The woman grabbed her 
wrist but was persuaded to loosen 
the hold. Then Miss Rabbitt used a 
cross-chest carry and took her to 
shore until she could stand and 
others helped her. Thanks to the 
prompt rescue the victim was in 
good condition and artificial respira¬ 
tion was not needed. Without assist¬ 
ance the woman who was elderly 
would undoubtedly have drowned.

“Voltaire” At 

Newton Theatre 


Tlie picture, "Voltaire.” which comes 
to the Paramount Theatre. Newton, 
for four days beginning Sunday, is 
based on a single dramatic incident 
in the life of the great French poet, 
philosopher, and firebrand whose in¬ 
flammatory writings almost precipi¬ 
tated a French revolution. George 
Arllss, starred by Warner Brothers, 
takes the title role as he did in 
"Disraeli" which also centered aBbut 
one event in the career of the Brit¬ 
ish statesman.

The Calais case was the execu¬ 
tion of a rich merchant on a trumped 
up charge and the confiscation of his 
property. Through the influence of 
King Louis XV’s court favorite.

Pompadour, who was his mistress, 
Voltaire succeeded in saving the life 
of Calais’ daughter. Doris Kenyon 
has the role of Mme. Pompadour and 
Margaret Lindsay that of Calais’ 
daughter. Others in the cast include 
Theodore Newton. Reginald Owen and 
Alan Mowbray.

Sidelights On 

The Campaign 

It is still too early to predict 
just what will hnppon on Dec. 12th. 
but a few random observations may 
prove of Interest. 

First of all. it is obvious that 
Mayor Weeks’ enmpnign has ac¬ 
quired considerable momentum. 
Much of the work has been done 
quietly but efficiently by n city¬ 
wide committee (names to he an¬ 
nounced in the near future). Exact 
figures on the returned pledge curds 
are not at hand, but it is a proven 
fact that on one street in Ward 2 
the Mayor’s canvasser reported the 
street solidly behind the administra¬ 
tion. Over 20 voters there, including 
several school teachers whose pay 
was cut. That is something worth 
thinking about. Of course you may 
raise the question of the validity of 
these pledges. Is a voter tied hand 
and foot when he signifies his sin¬ 
cere intention of voting a certain 
way? Or may later developments in 
the campaign—a new candidate or 
an important campaign argument— 
justify the pledged voter in se¬ 
curing a release. Incidentally, it is 
conceivable that a man might feel 
that pressure has been brought to 
bear and he might keep his own 
counsel and do whatever seemed 
right to him when he entered the 
voting booth. 

By the way, here is an interest¬ 
ing tidbit. The “prominent Newton 
Centre physician” whom an es¬ 
teemed contemporary reported a 
fortnight ago as being about to en¬ 
ter the Mayoralty contest is not the 
gentleman whom many of us ’phoned 
to. That gentleman is a member of 
the Mayor’s Newton Centre cam¬ 
paign committee, and that just about 
lets him out! However, it’s an 
even bet that neither medico will 
officially enter the lists. 

Needless to say, what the Mayor’s 
friends probably fear most is the 
entry for a candidate who could 
split the Weeks vote in the manner 
in which Messrs. Hodgdon and Sul¬ 
livan. especially the former, will 
doubtless split the White vote. How¬ 
ever, it will not be Childs’-play (ex¬ 
cuse me, please) to defeat the 
Mayor. 

For example, see how intelligently 
the machine defense is being per¬ 
fected. All hostile arguments un¬ 
covered by the Citywide canvass are 
being sorted out and classified. They 
fall roughly into three divisions: 

(1) People who didn’t get the job 
they wanted or who failed to put 
across their pet projects. 

(2) People who received a pay-cut 
or a lay-off (this includes the hub¬ 
bub concerning Soldiers’ Relief and 
the new commissary plan). 

(3) People who believe (most of 
them quite sincerely) that the Mayor 
delegates too much authority to his 
staff and that he is therefore too in¬ 
accessible. 

Well, let’s be honest about all 
this. Nos. 1 and 2 would hold true 
of any Mayor holding office during 
these trying times. No. 3 is pretty 
much a personal equation. The May¬ 
or, like a business executive, is 
forced to have a buffer—someone to 
conserve his time and energy and 
to separate the important callers 
from the less important—the impor¬ 
tant projects from the less impor¬ 
tant. And that’s that. 

We will turn now to Tom White, 
who is opening campaign headquar¬ 
ters near Newton Corner. Here, 
again, we do not see tremendous 
visible evidences of activity, but 
there is plenty going on below the 
surface. Yes, indeed. Do not look for 
the real fireworks, however, at this 
early date. Clever tacticians do not 
firo off all their ammunition in the 
early stages of an important cam¬ 
paign. 

I am not quite certain what is 
meant by the phrase, White Vol¬ 
unteer Political Committee, as an¬ 
nounced in the Boston papers Sept. 
23rd. My understanding was that all 
political committees of this type are 
manned by volunteers and not by 
paid workers. Be that as it may, 
White’s committee has elements of 
strength with the names of former 
Mayor Childs and Henry J. Nichols 
attracting particular attention. Un¬ 
doubtedly many people will ponder 
over the why and wherefores of the 
interesting alliance between Childs 
and White. More about this a bit 
later in the campaign. 

It is rumored that the campaign 
will become rough in the later 
stages. I hope not. Newton has long 
had a reputation—and deservedly so 
for clean, honest politics, and no 
decent citizen wants to have the rec¬ 
ord smirched. It will inevitably re¬ 
act to the disadvantage of which¬ 
ever candidate first slings mud. 

Unfortunately, politics is a sharp, 
shrewd und merciless game—at times. 
Personalities are indulged in — mo¬ 
tives are invariubly questioned, and 
worst of all, not only a candidate’s 
public record but his private life as 
well is subjected to microscopic 
scrutiny. 

For example, one of the dominant 
issues of the campaign is apt to be 
White’s lubor record. They say it 
isn’t so hot. Perhaps worse than 
that. Well, what of it? It wus com¬ 
piled about 20 years ago, wusn’t it, 
and how many of us can recall the 
details of the business and econom¬ 
ic situations existing at that time? 
Furthermore, it is a known fact tlml

NORUMBEGA DISTRICT COUNCIL 
OF RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


The semi-annual meeting of the 
Norumbega District Council took 
place last Monday evening, with twen¬ 
ty-one churches of the District repre¬ 
sented. 

Dr. Daniel W. Staffeld, until recent¬ 
ly In charge of a city-wide program 
of religious education in Minneapolis, 
was the speaker. His enthusiasm and 
faith in the necessity of adequate re¬ 
ligious education for every boy and 
girl in Protestantism was stimulat¬ 
ing. 

Dr. Staffeld commended the work 
of the Norumbega District. The 
School of Religous Education, which 
opens on Monday evening. Oct. 9, at 
the Newtonville Methodist Church, 
offers to all Sunday School workers 
training and inspiration, so that boys 
and girls may not only be held as 
members In church schools and 
churches, but taught to become in¬ 
telligent members of a society that 
needs to be Christianized in all its 
phases—business, social, political. 

Teachers are asking for "practical 
ideas” in this school. Special effort 
will he made to meet this need through 
methods courses for teachers of dif¬ 
ferent age groups, by instructors who 
have had practical experience, and 
by Bible courses that emphasize the 
teaching values of the material used. 
Bulletins with details are in the hands 
of superintendents and may be se¬ 
cured by telephoning Middlesex 3012. 

The “Home Study Uampnlgn,” name¬ 
ly. home study of Sunday School les¬ 
sons by all Sunday School pupils, was 
emphasized in this District during 
1932-33 and will continue to receive 
emphasis. Questions last Monday 
brought out the need for ways and 
means of interesting parents in the 
church school, ami the plan of Home 
Visitation was suggested as one 
method for this. Such a plan in¬ 
volves visiting all the homes of pai¬ 
nts in one week or one evening, in 
the interest of the church school. 
This has been successfully carried on 
in a number of churches, notably the 
West Newton Second Church, the Wal¬ 
tham Congregational Church, und the 
NVvuon Centre Baptist Church.

Long Prison 
Sentences In 
Finelli Assault 


In the Superior Court at Cambridge 
on Tuesday Judge Collins imposed 
heavy prison sentences on two men 
found guilty of muhlorous assault on 
John Finelli of Ashmont nve., New- 
tonville, a Nonantum lawyer. David 
Cornell of Fitchburg. 26, was sen¬ 
tenced to serve from 15 to 18 years 
in State Prison; Pasrpiale Cetrone, 44. 
of Winchester rd., Newton was sen¬ 
tenced to serve from 12 to 15 years 
in State Prison. He was found guilty 
of having been an accessory before 
the fact. His attorney petitioned for 
a stay of sentence as he intends to 
take the case to the Supreme Court. 
The stay was granted and Cetrone’s 
bail was set at $50,000; either in cash 
or bond sureties. 

Finelli was a trustee in bankruptcy 
of Cetrone and they disagreed. On 
June 12, in the evening, Cornell, who 
had been friendly with a daughter of 
Cetrone, telephoned Finelli, and pos¬ 
ing as a prospective purchaser, lured 
the lawyer to an empty house on 
Watertown st., Watertown. He and 
another man murderously attacked 
Finelli in the cellar of the house and 
left him unconscious there. Finelli 
recovered his senses and managed 
to crawl out. He was taken to the 
Newton Hospital where he remained 
for two weeks. Cornell was arrested 
at Providence by Watertown police.

Many Complaints Chest Slogan Is: 
About Newton “Rebuild Lives— 
Water Received Maintain Morale” 

Condition Due to Pitometer ' Newton Community Chest Pre- 


Survey; Too Much Chlorine 


Complaints by the score poured in¬ 
to City Hall on Monday and Tues¬ 
day of this week about the condi¬ 
tion (or conditions) of Newton’s 
water For a number of weeks past 
the local water has not been like 
that of a mountain brook, either in 
crystal clearness, agreeable taste, or 
freedom from odor. It has. a number 
of times, in various parts of the city, 
been murky in color, disagreeable 
to taste and emanates a slightlv 
boergy smell. The cause of these con¬ 
ditions in the water has been the 
pitometer survey which has been 
underway for the past couple of 
months. Borings have been made In 
mains throughout the city for tests, 
and these borings have caused the 
sediment In the water mains to be¬ 
come detached, with resultant un¬ 
pleasant effects on the water issuing 
from house faucets. 

But. the complaints the first of this 
week were caused not alone by the 
murky water resulting from the pit¬ 
ometer tests. They arose also from 
the presence In the water of an un¬ 
usual amount of chlorine. The drink¬ 
ing fluid was so chlorinated that this 
element could be both tasted and 
.smelled. The result was — that on 
Sunday and Monday many Newto¬ 
nians had to drink substitutes for 
water.
